you may ſteal from your greater employ- 
ments if it be poſſible for you to do fo, in 
a time when ſo many affairs inceſſantly en- 

ge you to the duties of your charge. I 
44 your Excellence will pardon the liber- 
ty T take, and do me the Juſtice to believe 
that there is nothing that I more paſſionately 
deſire than your preſervation , that we may 
again ſee you in Sparr, crowned with glory, 
and inveſted in the high employments which 
you juſtly deſerve. 

I cannot begin this Relation without ſpeak- 
ing firſt of the yu affliction that Spazr: 
ever felt, which 1n all probability will long 
ſmart uſer the fatal conjunfuresthat atten 
it. The death of Philip the fourth, and of 
Cardinal Sandoval, hath plunged us in this 
miſery. That great Prince, and this able 
Stateſman , ended their lives almoſt at the 
very ſame time; for there was but twenty 
hours betwixt thedeathof the one and other: 
It ſeemed that the ſtri& tye that had joyned 
them together in this life, ought likewiſe to 
unite them in the other. Your Excellence 
by your own grief may judg of our afflicti- 
on; ſeeing in the one we have loſt our Pro- 
teCtion, and our hopes are gone with the o- 
ther. | The

| The King in the laſt -period of his Life, 
did all things that were neceſlary for his Sal- 
vation 3 and earneſtly deſiring that his peo- 
ple might after his death receive that eaſe, 
which he could not procure them in his Life- 
time, he appointed the Queen his Conſort 
to be Regerit of the Kingdom, and Guardi- 
an to the young Prince; and named fix of 
his moſt affettionate Miniſters of State to af- 
fiſt her in theGovernment,to the end,that her 
Majeſty, with the concurrence of her Coun- 
cil, might conſult them in matters of im- 
portance, and afterward with a deciſive Au- 
thority chyſe the opinions which ſhe might 
think the beſt. The King then choſe the 
Count of Caftrilſo Preſident of Caſtile, D. 
Criftoval Creſpi Vice-Chancellor of Arragoz, 
the Cardinal of Arragor Arch-Biſhop of Tc- 
ledo, and Inquilitor-general; and ordained 
that thoſe who ſucceeded to their places, 
ſhould likewiſe ſucceed to that Office, ex- 
cept the Vice-Chancellor, whoſeplaceſhould 
be ſupplied by the ancienteſt Regent of the 
Council of Arragor; in the interim whileſt 
the Queen ſought out a man capable to dil- 
Charge that new dignity. TheKing added to 
thoſe that we have named, the Marqueſs of 
Aztona one of the Grandees of Spare, and 
the Count 'of Pegnarauda, one of the Coun- 
&il of State. B 2 After

Aﬀer the death of Cardinal Sazdozal, 
which immediately followed: the Kings, D. 
Paſchal of Arragon was named to ſucceed 
him in the Arch-Biſhoprick of Toledo, and 
in the officeof Inquiſitor-general ; but being 
ſince preſſed to renounce this laſtdignity, he 
made ſome difficulty 1n it, by reaſon of the 
inconveniences that he foreſaw: but at 
length he could not refuſe the Queen. 

That Princeſs of her own: head, without 
conſulting the Miniſters of State; named to 
that charge Father John Everard Nitard a 
Jeſuite, her Confeſlor, whom ſhehad brought 
with her from Germary. Several oppoſed 
his reception as being a Stranger; but the 
Queen ſo dextrouſly gained the minds of all, 
that having obtained for him Letters of na- 
turalization, ſhe afforded him means of poſ- 
ſeſſing that dignity, wherein he ſtands at 
preſent inveſted, being beſides a Counſellor 
of State, much addicted to his charge, and 
makes appear a great deal of paſſion for the 
publick eaſe. | 

The nomination of theſe Miniſters ſeemed 
to promiſe a happy change in the Govern- 
ment; but God hath not been pleaſed as yet 
to grant us that mercy, on the contrary it 
ſeems that he intends to chaſtiſe us more fe- 
| verely than ever. "The King of France had

no ſooner the news of the death of -our Mo- 
narch, but he'armed himſelf powerfully, for 
the conqueſt of; Brabant, under pretext that 
the Queen - his Conſort could not , by-the 
Treaty of her Marriage, renounce the Law- 
ful Rights which ſhe had to that Dutehy, 
pretending that it belonged. to her by right 
of ſucceſhonz; and to. fortifie. his Reaſons; 
he ſent us a Manifeſto, which might have 
convinced us, -1f there had been as much 1o- 
Itdity in the Reaſonsof 1t, as there was bold- 
neſs and affeCtation in the manner of writing 
them? TI ſpeak not to his moſt Chriſtian Ma 
jeſty, I have too great an eſteem for him ta 
do ſo; it is to the Author who hath taken 
a.little too much liberty in that Manifeſto. 
However, without any regard to the wwe 
and judicious anſwer, that the Dofor Fraz- 
ciſco Ramos del Mancano. made to it, who 
with ſtrong Reaſons diſputed againſt that 


Pore Title, the King made ule of the 


orce of Arms ta render himſelf Maſter of 
that Country, which he found undefended 
and without . hopes of relief; our forces be- 


1ng at that time engaged in that unfortunate 


War which we had with the Portugneſe. The 
Marqueſs of Caſtelrodrigo, Governour of the 
Low-Countries,who feared the power of the 
King of France, well foreſaw that Irruption, 
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and gave ws advice of it: but what ſuccours 
were we able to give to Flaxders? and what 
refiſtence conld we make to an Army of 
Threeſcore thouſand foot, and twenty thou- 
fand Horſe, with which the King ſeized the 
Territories of Liffe, Doway, Orches, Tonr- 
way, Conrtray, Owdenard, Aith, Furne, Vergue, 
the Town of  Charleroy, and all the Franche 
County. | fk 

The advice that we had in Spare of. the 
great forces of the King of France, made 
us judg it impoflible to maintain at the ſame 
time the War, both in Flanders and ini Por- 
tugal, ſeeing we had the diſadvantage every 
ways forthe Portneneſe, affiſted by the French 
and the King of Exgland, had cut off the 
gteater part of our Troops. Notwithſtand- 
mg of that proſpertty able to ſwell them with 
pride, yet in time of the late King they 
made ſeveral overtures for Peace, on condi- 
tions advantageous enough for the Crown of 
Spain, offering us fome contribution, and 
the alternative preſentation to their Biſhop- 
ricks, which at that time we would not 
hear of: but the progreſs of the King of 
France, obligedus at length tothink ingood 
earneſf of the means of accommodation with 
thern, The occaſion happily prefented by 
the abdication of King D. Alphonſo, who was 
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Part T; ' the Court of Spain, 7 
diſpoſſeſed either by the publick hatred, or 
becauſe he was unfit to Gavern his people, 
who on the other hand had a ſt ection 
for the Infarto D, Pedro his brake with 
whom, the moſt conſiderable of the King- 
dom had taken ſome meaſures to effectuate 
that change ; to which the Queen likewiſe 
gave her conſent: And for facilitating the 
executian of it, that Princeſs attended with 
her Maids of Honour, went and put her ({clf 
in the Convent of [_ Hope]; where having 
ſhut her ſelf up, ſhe wrote. to the King her 
Husband, That his Impotency was the cauſe 
that made her retire, and prayed him to re- 


Tore her her Dowry, to the end ſhe might 


return to France. The King D. Alphonſe 
touched to the quick with that ſeparation, 
reſolved at the very inſtant that he received 
the Note, to go accompanied with fome 
Bravo's that never left him, and force her 
out of the Convent. Hewas hindered from 
it by ſome Church-men, and Gentlemen of 
his Houſhold, who perſwaded him to return 
to his Palace, where next day he was made to 
figna Declaration of hisImpotency, by which 
alſo he reſigned the Government of the King- 
dom to the Irfanto D. Pedro his Brother 3 
who, was no ſooner poſſeſſed of the Regency, 
but he bent all his PR to. procure to, 


4 the 
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the People a Peace, which they ſo earneſtly 
' defired,; and for which the Marqueſs of Liche 
made ſome inſtances, being at Hat time Pri- 
foner of War 'at Liſbon, where. to facili- 
tate the 'Treaty he was ſet at liberty. 
\ "The Portugueſe Governed by the Prince 
' D." Pedro, fearing that D. Alphonſo and his 
favourites, who 'for their private intereſts 
deſired not the Peace, might bring fome hin- 
*drance to it, reſolved to ſhut up theKing in 
an appartment of the Palace;where they kept 
him ſo cloſe, that they ſuffered none but- his 
Domeſdick Servants to go in to him. It was 
remarkable in this confinement, That the 
King ſeeing himſelf beſet with Guards 
even to hisGarden Windows, asked theRea- 
ſon of it, and wherefore they dealt fo rigo- 
_ rouſly with him? -He was anſwered, That 
his Majeſty and his Miniſters had fo ordered 
it; which made him hold his Peace, and con- 
tinue peaceably' in Priſon, ſatisfied, as we 
have ſaid, to ſee 'none but ſuch as were ap- 
pointed to ſerve him. There were allo Four 
Judges named for the declating null the Mar- 
riage of. the King. * And ince,* the Prince 
D. Pedro hath Married the Queen, who is 
like ſhortly to give” a Succeflour to that 
Crown, ſeeing (he is ſaid to be already with 
pd: Fhis 
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ThisPrince who defired nothing more than 
the tranquillity of his State, finding thepref- 
ſing inftances which the people —_ ;to ob- 
tain Peace, - conſented for the furthering of 
the- Treaty, That the Marqueſs of. Liche 
might ſend a Courier to Spazr, with liberty 


to carry his Letters ſealed 3; which was. a pri- 


viledg never granted him whul'it he,was,.in 
Priſon, no not for theLetters which he wrote 


to his Lady. Upon the advice that he gave 
us, There was a full: power ſent him, .and 


with the aſſiſtanceof the Ergl;h Ambaſſador, 


who for that purpoſe went from this:Caurt” 


to Lisbon, they entred in conference. con- 


cerning the Articles of the Treaty, whereof 
there was a Copy ſent to-us. | 


The French baſl; dor in Portugal uſed |

his utmoſt endeavours to mar that negotia- 


tion; but the Portugueſe, who had an, ex; 
tream inclination for Peace, - liſtened not to 


him, 'though he offered to pay a years ſubſi- 


dies to the King for them, if they would not 
hearken to Peace. | This propoſition was ſo 
far from producing the effect which he pro- 


' poſed to himſelf, that ' the People were: fo 


much enraged againſt him,that they thought 
of {ctting his Houſe on firez which obliged 
him to depart out of Lisbox : So that the 
Marqueſs of Liche, who by his prteapy god 
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Hberality had gained the love and eſteem of 
that people, managed all things ſo well, 
that the Peace was at length concluded in 
this Court. the 19th of March laſt, and at 
Lisbon the 13th* of January, 1668. Seeing 
the Articles were Printed at that time, an 
difperfed through the Kingdom, I will- not 
inſert them here. 

Stnce that time, the Commerce is eſta- 


bliſhed berween the two States with great 


freedom. The truth is, it is not very con- 


fiderable, becauſe there comes nothing to us 


from Portugal, but what coſts us dearer than 
what we have here at home. The greateſt 
advantage the Portugueſe enjoy, is a judici- 
ous condu& in their Government; for ſo 
foon as ever the Peace was concluded, all 
the Subſidies impoſed for the maintenance 
of the War. were diſcharged; and becauſe 
fuperfluity in the way of living was encrea- 

d to excefs, for remedy thereof the follow- 
ing regulation was made. 


© That no perſon, of what quality ſoever,

' _ no Garters but of Taffety ſhould be 
' © That all who enjayed no confiderable 
* Titles and Dignities, ſhould not keep more 
* than two big Servants, and one hittle one : 
© That ſuch as carried any remarkable Cha- 
© rater, might make uſe of four with a 
« Coach-man or Litter-man, and only four 
* Pages for their Lady; for thoſe that de- 
< fired to fight with Bulls, they might be at- 
* tended with- twelye Livery-men , with 
© counterfeit Gold or Silver-Lace on their 
« Clothes, but the Stuff not to be of Silk. 
* Such as were no Gentlemen, what eſtate 
« ſoever they might have, mightneither keep 
« Coach nor Litter, without expreſs permil- 
* fion of the Princez who might grant or 
* deny it them, according as he might judg 
* 1t convenient. | 
* That all Lawyers, except the Judges of 
© Parliament, ſhould wear their Caps, with- 
* out being allowed the uſe of Cloaks ; net- 
* ther for weakneſs and infirmity, nor 4 
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* other Reaſon whatſoever that they might 
© alleadg. HH 
_ * That all the Articles of this Regulation 
* ſhould be punctually, put in execution fix 
© months: after. their publication, that they 
* might have time tg wear out their Clothes: 
© and to oblige every one to the obſervation 
© of that Order. all that would not follow 
< it,.. and. would defend their, diſobedience, 
© were diſcharged for ever to appear before 
< the Prince; and it was ordered that the 
© Petitzons-..of ſuch ,as' would not conform, 
{ſhauld .never be. heard, and that for the 
© ſpace, of, two years no; juſtice ſhould be 
* rendered them: 'That all Workmen Tay- 
© lors, .and..others, who ſhould do contrary 
*.to. this Regulation, ſhould for the firſt fault 
© be caſt, 1n Priſon, -and condemned to pay 
* Twenty, Duckats for Fine, and the double 
* if; they fell into it again a ſecond time. 
© Seeing. it is ſpecified in the eighth Article 
of the Fear of Peace, That all Eſtates 
that had been repmited to the Patrimony of 
the King:during the War ſhould be reſtored, 
the Miniſters of Portugal made thereupon an 
Order, . viz. That .the reſtitution of the 
ſaid Eſtates, ſhould not be granted, but to 
ſuch as ſhquld in Perfon . cor it, what 
right {oever they might hayes and yet by a

13 
ſecond Order they declared, That they meant 
only of Eſtates annexed to the' Crown, 
which belonged to thoſe who had: received 
them by favour, or reward, and not of fuch 
as belonged to private perſons by right of 
Notwithſtanding ell theſe precautions, the 
Portugueſe have ſtill ſome intricacy concern- 
ing the preſentation'to their Biſhopricks; his 
Holineſs refuſing toadmit of any, upon this 
ground, That the right of preſentation was 
ranted to Philip the ſecond and his Sycceſ- 
ou , in ſo much, that the only power 
which the Portugueſe have, as to that, is to 
propoſe to his Holineſs men able for the 
Office, that his Holineſs may chooſe whom 


' he pleaſes; as it was pradtiſed under King 


D. Sebaſtian, to whom they 'pretend their 
King hath ſucceeded, by the Declaration 
that they made in their Treaties.” 

It ſeemed that our Monarchy ſhould have 
received ſome relief and eaſe by the Peace 


. which we have made, ' and eſpecially the 


Kingdom of Galicia, who hath fo long ſu- 
ſtained the ' Burden of the War, oppreſſed 
not only by the neighborhood of enemies, 
but alſo. by the neceflity of furniſhing con- 
tinually to the ſubſiſtence of our Army, 
though that appeared mhpoſlible, by _—_— |

of the exations which theTroops committed 
there. One Troop of Horſe, was worth to 
the Captain Two ttivuſand Ducats; from 
whence it ttiay be judged what great dama- 
ges that Province hath ſuffered. Yet theſe 
are not the moſt conſiderable; Inſolence was 
grown to that height, that the meaneſt Ser- 
zeant, or Clerk; had a hand in the laying 
on of Contributions, driving the Inhabi- 
tants out of doors; that they might render 
themſelves ſo much the more abſolute Ma- 
ſters of their Houſes, In the mean time in 
ſtead of relieving the poor wretches, and 
removing from them the Soldiers that op- -' 
reſſed them, that they might be ſent to * 
thy when occaſion prefented; the la- . |: 
bouring men were fuffered to be taken by 
force out of the Country, without any 
reſpect to the Gentry, who wanted power * 
and conſideration eriough to hinder that vi- 
olence, though they made remonſtrance that *' 
their Country was overflowed with old + 
Soldiers, fit to be tranſported to Flanders, | 
without any neceſſity of carrying out of 
Spaizz the Husbandmen; whereof it hath ſo 

great need. | | 
It was reſolved in the Council of State, 
That with this Levie, and ſome others that 
"bad been raiſed the year before, D. ove, 
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Part T. the Court of Spain. T7: 


of Axſiria ſhould go into Flanders, where 
there was as much need of a Head, as of 
Money and Soldiers; and for that effet 
there were ordered to be delivered to him 
Nine hundred thouſand Crowns. in Silver, 
which was brought in the Gallions from the 
Indies; His Majeſty at that time having no 
conſiderable ſum on Board his Veſſels, be- 
cauſe all that they had brought belonged ro 
private perſons. s 

With this ſum alone, Eight Ships com- 
manded by our Admiral were ſpeeded out 
from Cadis, with orders to go to Corongna, 
where D. John of Anſtria was to be in rea- 
dineſs to embark; having on that defign ſet 
out from Madrid on Palm-ſunday. The de- 
parture of theſe Veſlels was very flow, by 
reaſon of the long time ſpent in fit- 


ting of them out;z and it occaſioned ſome 


apprehenſion amongſt the People, not only 
becauſe they carried away the Money that 
we have been ſpeaking of, but becauſe ad- 
vice was brought, That the French were 


cruiſing on the Coaſts of Galicia, with Two 


and thirty men of War, and Six Fire-Ships: 
Yet it pleaſed God, that our Fleet arrived 
without any danger, in the Road of V:go, 
at the ſame time that D. John of Arſtria 
came to Sartfago. They were no ſooner 

come

come' to an Anchor; but the French Fleet 
had notice of it; and reſolved; to come and 
attack then; yet with much circuniſpe&ion, 
becauſe that Road lyes very open, and with- 
out ſhelter for a Fleet of Men of War. Our 
Admiral D. Fernando Carillo, perceiving the 
| deſign of the French, put with all ſpeed a- 
Shoar, and carried with him Six and thirty 
piece of Cannon, which he mounted on a 
Fort raiſed in haſte; and having divided a 
great many Small-ſhot men into ſeveral ſmall 
Veſlels to hinder the approach of the Fire- 
ſhips, drew up his Ships under. the Fort. 
Theſe: precautions deprived our Enemies of 
the means of any enterpriſe, and facilitated 
the defign of careening our Fleet, and of 
ſupplying it with many things that were 
wanting, which is ordinary to us on all im- 
portant occaſions. of | | 

Don John .of Auſtria having underſtood 
the: force of the Enemies Fleet, which left 
not ' the Coaſts of Galicia, though on the 
other hand he knew what neceſlity Flanders 
ſtood in of Soldiers, wiſely conſidered that 
it would be to run too'great hazard to put 
to Sea with his Eight Ships, and that in that 
caſe it was better to ſend them off one after 
another z which he happily performed. The 
Enemies gave chaſe. to ſome; who notwith- 
ſtanding 


' neighborhood to the conquered places, had 
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ſtanding eſcaped, and the reſt arrived with- 
out the leaſt obſtacle: 

| Though the King of France had taken the 
places in Flanders that we have ſpoken of, 
yet they who were moſt concerned, awaked 
not, no more than we at ſo ſenſible a blow; 
until at length Ezgland and Hol/and, who 
have never made War together but what 
hath been cruel, thought fit to make Peace z 
andLeagued together for our aſliſtancc;Their 
example ſtirred up ſome foraign Princes, to 
ſend Ambaſſadors to us; as the Archiiihop 
of Treves, the Duke of Bavaria, the Prince 
Palatin, the Duke of Oſnaburg, and the 
Duke of Brunſwick; who by reaſon of their 


apprehenſionsof the power of France. They 
together propoſed means of bringing the 
two Crowns to accommodation, having all | 
mutually promiſed to one another , to de- 
clare War againſt that Crown which oppoſed 
it ſelf to the Treaty. Thiey agreed that his 
Holineſs ſhould by his Nuncio follicite the 
Moſt Chriſtian King, to admit of them as 
Mediatorsgand to inſiſt no longer in the ob- 
taining oF his pretenſions by a Hoſtile way. 
The King for promoting of that Negotiation, 
* 1n the Month of April granted - ſulben 10n of - 
Arms for all the following Month of May ; de- 

| C manding 
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manding in the mean time, That all the pla- 
ces which he had taken ſhould remain to 
him as properly his own, offering only the 
rendition of the _— of Burgundy, which 
was a propoſition that he thought not likely 
to be accepted, and which he only made to 
have a pretext of continuing the War: But 
the repoſe of Spair, was ſo paſſtonately de- 
fired, that the Marqueſs of Caſtelrodrigo 
had Orders, to grant the King all that he 
deſired, and with all ſpeed to conclude the 
Treaty of Peace 3 which was done at Aix la 
Chappelle, to: the great fſatisfaftion of the 
King of France, and much to our diſadvan- 
tage. 'That Peace nevertheleſs is not ſo ſolid 
as men promiſed themſelves, for as yet nei- 
ther of the two Crowns have ſent Ambaſla- 
dors to another, which makes us hourly ap- 


prehend a rupturez and that the King of þ 


France will attempt to take from us what re- 
mains in Flaxders, if that be enough to con- 
tent him. : 

T am forced to leave Doz John of Auſtria 
in Galicia, until that the ſequel of this Rela- 
tion oblige us to return in ſefch of him 
there ; and in the mean timewill give you an 


account of the moſt memorable occurrences. 


which at that time happened at Court. 


Abous the fourth of March 1668, that 
great 
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great Comet that hath made ſo much noiſe, 
was ſeen at Madrid; it appeared all that 
Month, and was of a great length ; the fi- 
gure reſembled a Sword , yet neither the 
head nor the tail of it could be well diitin- 
uiſhed, becauſe 1t had no Star at the head ; 
| whence the Aſtronomers inferred that 
the groſler part of it which pointed to the 
Weſt, ought to be reckoned the head, and 
that the point which looked to the Eaſt was 
the tail, becauſe it appeared very looſe and 
thin at the extremity; beſides, on that 
ſide there was an apparent motion obſerved, 
like to that of an Earth-worm, which ex- 
tends and contradts it felt. 
The Aſtrologers have made many predicti- 
ons on the apparition of that Meteor, and 
all agree that it prognoſticates no good, fay- 
ing, That there never appeared but two at 
different times of that ſhape; which were 
followed with the deſtruction of Fer»ſzlewz. 
The Aſtrologers agree amongſt them'ulvcs, 
that ghe effects of it are not to begin £ill 
eight Months after the fir(t day of its 2ppa- 
rition, and that they muſt continue a year. 
God: grant they may be more favourable, 
than our dayly experience does promiic: 
unto us. 
The day. after that apparition, the Am- 
wa C 2 baiſador 
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baſlſadour of the Duke of Moſcovie arrived 
at this Court; and though he was to have 
had audience of their Majeſties the fifteenth 
of the ſame Month, yet they thought of de- 
Jaying it, upon occaſion of ſome difficulty 
that aroſe concerning the manner of his rc- 
ccption. Thcſethings being adjuſted, about 
cleven of the Clock in the Vorning he fet 
out from his Houſe to goto the Palace, at- 
tended by many Officers of the Kings houſ- 
hold, marching with the-Ceremonies accu- 
ſromed on ſuch occaſions. There was an 
excccding great concourſe of people, by rea- 
{on of the novelty of that Embaſly ; and all 
were curious to {ce the faſhion of the appa- 
rcl of that Nation, which 1s neither Grecian 
nor {zrhiſh, but a mixture of both together, 
adorned with many Pearls and prectous- 
ſtones. Before thoſ: that waited on him, 
marched a Hundred of the Kings Guards, 
to convoy the Preſent which he brought with 
him. It conſiſted of Sables and Ermines, and 
other Furs of their Country, which are much 
eſteemed there. But though that Preſent 
was beli:ved to be worth Threeſcore thou- 
ſand Dncats, yet the truth 1s, it was not 
worth Thirty : Some made at that time the 
obſervation, that if the Ambaſiador of France 
had ſtript us to the skin,(1t it may be fo faid,) 

by 
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by the French Galantries which he had 
brought into this Court, to tickle the fooliſh 
curiolity of the Ladics, the Ambaſlador of 
Moſcovy treated us nobly with the curiotitics 
that are in greatelt eſteem 1n his Country, 
He entered the Palace in the order that I have 
ſaid, where their Majeſttes received him 
ſtanding in the Hall Ds los eſpejos, that 1s to 
ſay, of Looking-2lailes, under the ſtately Ca- 
nopy of Charles the fifth. The Ambatlador 
made his Compl:ment in the Moſcouiar 
Tongue; his Interpreter explained it in La- 
#in, and their Majcſties Interpreter in Sparr7ſh. 
This Ceremony being ſomewniat Jong, the 
delicatencſs of our young Prince fuffcred 
him not to b-ar the Fatizue : So that it was 
thought fit to make him ſit down, having 
ſignified to the Ambailador, the Reaſon that 
made thzm do fo; whereat he ſ{cemed very 
well fatisficd, ſeeing that they made him a 
Complement of a neccitity. Beſides the Pre- 
ſent, he gave their Majc{tiesa Letter 3 which 
the Marqueſs of 47tora, as Chamberlain to 
the Queen, receivel and delivered into her 
Majeſtics hands : The f{abſtance of what it 
contained follows. 

* That in conſideration of the friendſhip 
* and alliance we had with the Empire, the 
* great Duke demanded our aſliltance with

© often ſocever the T#rk ſhould undertake a 
* War againſt the Emperor, that he ſhould 
*take upon him his defence, that thereby 
* the Forces of the Empire might be ſpared. 

© That if his demands were granted him, 
© he ſhould affiſt the Emperor with Fqurty 
* thouſand men, againſt any whoſoever that 
* might engage with him in War. | 

< That npon that condition, he ſhould 
*cauſe his Sontobe bred in the CatholickRe- 
< ligion, and that he ſhould allow the free ex- 
© exciſe of it in all the Fronteers of Polazrd, as 
*wellas in all his own Dominions; and that 
© there might be no jealouſie, that he intend- 
*cd to unite the Kingdom of Poland to the | 
* State of Myſcovy, he offered to give all the |} 

| < Oathes | 
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< Oathes of fidelity and aſſurance that would 
© be demanded of him. : 

Some days after that Ceremony, the Ta- 
ble of the Ambaſſador was retrenched, for 
the keeping of which he had Three hun- 
dred Ducats a day , which was continued to 
* him a Month after his audience; at the end 
of which, having received the anſwer that 
he expected, he returned towards his Coun- 
try. We ſhall not tell you what it con- 
tained, becauſe hitherto we have not known 
it. While theſe things were a-doing, there 
happened a rumour at Court, that the Mo- 
ney was ſhortly to be abaſed. This news 
was attended by ſo many circumſtances, as 
made it believed 3 which raiſed the priſesof 
all Commodities, even in the neighborhooa 
of Madrid. The Bakers after their ordinary 
cuſtom on the like occaſion, ſuffered us al- 
moſt tq be ſtarved. The cauſe of this ficti- 
on being inquired into, it was found that 
the Duke of Paſtrana gave ground to it, by 
a Letter which he had written to his Agents, 
ordering them to call in exactly all the Ar- 
rears that were due to him ; adding, that if 
by their og he came to loſe any thing, 
they ſhould anſwer for it, and that therefore 
they ſhould uſe diligence. Theſe Agents 
that they might facilitate the recovery of his 

C4 debty 
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debts, bethought themſelves of giving out 
the abaſing of ioney that I have been ſpeak- 
Ing of, and added, that the Duke had ſo in- 
formed them. Upon the advice that the 
Queen received of this, ſhe ordered, for an 
cxemplary puniſhment 5 that .the Duke 


ſhould quit rhe Court with that ſuddennefs, . 


as may be ſeen in the Order which ſhe ſent 
him by the Count of Caſirilſo ; which I have 
here ſubjoyned, with the Anſwer that the 
Duke of Paſrrana made to it. 

© T have reccived of our Soveraign the 
© Queen, an Order ſigned by her Majeſty 
© the Ninth of this inſtant, ©/z. That 
* for juſt confiderations ſhe thinks 1t fit, 
* that your Excellence quit 'the Court with- 
*1n the ſpace of four and twenty hours, and 
*not return again until new Orders. This 
© her Majeſty hath commanded me to make 
* known to you, that you may put it in ex- 
© ecution ; ordering your-Excellence befides, 
< preſently to pay' down Twenty thouſand 
* Ducats to be imployed as her Majeſty ſhall 
* think fir. Thele things being performed ac- 
* cording to the advice that I have given 
* you, 'I amto render an account of it to her 
* Vajeſty, I hope your Excellence will dif- 
* charge your cuty, as I do mine in fignify- 
* wg ty you that Order. God give your 
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« Excellence long Life, as I deſire it. At 
« Madrid the tenth of March 1668, the 
Count of Caſtile. 

The Duke of Paſtrana made this follow- 
ing anſwer to the Preſident of Caſtrilo. 

* The ſpace of Twenty four hours which 
© her Majeſty aſſigns me for quitting the 
« Court, 1s but too long; fo that I am ma- 
* king ready to be gone 1immediately, that I 
* may with more diligence obey her Orders; 
* and for :an evidence of my entire obedt- 


© ence, I leave in the hands of Marcel Roma- 


*z0, the Twenty thouſand Ducats, which 
* her Majeſty hath ordered me to pay: If I 
* have any thing elſe to do, I hope your Ex- 
* cellence will acquaint me, that I may pun- 
* Ctually perform it. God preſerve your 
© Excellence as I deſire. From my Chamber 
© this tenth of March, from whence, as the 
* humbleſt of your Servants, I moſt humbly 
* kiſs your hands, the Duke Marqueſs. 

The ready obedience of this Duke, made 
appear to the Queen, that the fault imputed 
to him was leſs than was imagined ; fo that 


Z - ſhe moderated the penalty of Twenty thou- 
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{and Ducats that had been impoſed on him; 
but however continued his Exile. This 
light puniſhment quelled all the falſe reports, 
fo that the Bakers brought us Bread again e 
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and the noiſe being quieted, the Duke was * 
immediately called Park to Court. 

But let us admire the freakiſhneſs of world- * 
ly affairs. We have juſt now feen the Count © 
of Caſtrillo, Preſident of Caſtile, and Go- | 
vernor of this Kingdom, ſignifie the Orders # 
of the Queen to the Duke of Paſtrana, for | 
his withdrawing from Court ; and the Two | 
and twentieth of the ſame Month of March, 7 
at the concluſion of a private conference # 
that he had with the Queen, he retires ©: 
himſelf from Court, and willingly demits his *: 
charge of Preſident of Caſtile, without ha- *: 
ving ever ſince made the leaſt inſtance for his * 
return, or demanded any reward for his ſer- |: 
vices, or payment of what was due to him #7? 
by Order, having by a generous contempt # 
renounced all, and ſo Crowned the great # 
aftions of his Life, which had procured him | 
Univerſal eſteem. There were none but ſuch 3 
as afpired to that charge , that could not 
without ſome envy ſuffer the glory of that * 
great man: They were all far ſhort of his 7 


merit, but it filled them with ſhame and con- 


fuſion, that none of them could attain to the '? 
dignity; for there was a man advanced to it * 
that dreamed not the leaſt of itz to wit Doz * 
Diego Riquelme Duiros Biſhop of Placentia, | 
a great Theologue, and man of good judg- | 

ment, # 
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ment, though a little too much wedded to 
his opinions. He took poſſefſion of that 
charge the ninth day of April, but kept it 
not long; for the thirteenth of May follow- 
ing he Ned, having in that ſhort time how- 
ever given great proqf of his ability, and 
made appear how much he deſired to acquit 


himſelf deſervingly of that employment. 


Don Diego Valladares Sarmiento , Biſhop of 

Oviedo, was made his ſucceſſour, who' was 
not as yet conſecrated; but he uſed ſo good 
diligence, that on Trinity-day he was, and 
went immediately to wait on the Queen. 
On Monday following he took poſleſiiqn of 
his charge, that on Tharſday after he might 
be preſent at the proceſſion of the Holy Sa- 
crament, to make himſelf known tothe peo- 
ple, and receive their applauſe; but on Sa- 
tarday following they ceaſed from giving 
him any, being terrified at the News which 


were that day divulged, That the night be- 


fore, about eleven of the Clock, a Gentle- 
man of Arragor, named Don Foſeph Malladas, 
was made Priſoner, and that two hours after 
he was Strangled in Priſon, by an expreſs 
Order of the Queen written with her own 
hand, according to a draught preſented to 
her by the New Preſident of Caſtile. All 
people were ſurpriſed at fo extraordinary a 
on | puniſh- 
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puniſhment; and though the motive of it can- 
not as yet be diſcovered, yet that death is 
believed to be the ſource of all the calami- 
ties that we are now to relate. 

We muſt for that effe& return to Galicia, 
where we left Dor Fohn of Auſtria ready to 
embark, as he had given the Queen advice 
that he intended the Six and twentieth of 
June: But on the Seven and twentieth, he 
wrote a ſecond Letter to her Majeſty, ac- 
y—_ her that he could not undertake 
that Voyage, and that his Phyſitians had for- 
bidden him, for fear of the dangerous con- 
ſequence of a Defluxion that fell upon his 
Lungs. This unexpected change made much 
noiſe at Court z but ſeeing the Queen had a 
great ſuſpition that that diſtemper was feign- 
ed, ſhe commanded that Prince to deliver up 
his charge into the hands of the Conſtable of 
Caſtile,that he might go to ſupply his place in 
Flanders, and that himſelf ſhould retire to 
Confovegra, and not approach within twen- 
ty Leagues of Madrid: which obliged this 
Prince, for the ſhortening of his journey in 
going to Conſvegra, to ask permiſſion to pals 
near this City; which was granted him. So 
ſoon as he arrived there, the Queen inform- 
ed all the Tribunals of her procedure, that

ned him for not going to Flarders, yet all 
approved not that Decree; well conceiving 
that the Queen would not have paſt it, if 
ſhe had not been thereto follicited. In the 
mean time, that Prince's retreat to Confvegra, 
quieted allmatters, infomuch that they ſeem- 
ed to have laid afide all thoughts of him. 
At this time camenews to Court, which quite 
blotted out of mind the memory of what 
was paſt, that they might entertain them- 
ſelves with the Tragical death of the Mar- 
queſs of Camaraſſa, Viceroy of Sardinia. 

As he was returning with his Lady and 
Children in Coach from the Church of the 
Carmes of Caillary, where he had gone to 
pay his devotions for the Jubilee 3 there 
were fired at him out of a Window ſeve- 
ral Musket-ſhot with ſo nnach exaQneſs, that 
he fell dead at his Ladies feet. All the Court 
was affefted with this accident, becauſe he 
was an honeſt man, and much eſteemed; yet 
their grief abated upon a falſe report, That 
the Marqueſs had drawn upon himſelf that 
Misfortune, for having ſuffered a perſon of 


qua- 
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quality in that Countrey ; head of a party 


which the Marqueſs oppoſed, to be aſlafina- } 
ted at the entry of his Palace. The death | 


of the Viceroy obliged the Marchioneſs his 
Lady to embark with her Children the night 
following, to paſs over to Spain: wherein 


ſhe did wiſely , for'in all appearance they Þ# 
had been all maſſacred together. The Com- | 
lices of this Murther could never as yet be | 
rought to puniſhment, becauſe they | 


were too many in number, the Actors 
had eſcaped, and the reſt were too pow- 
erful in Sardinia : And that was the reaſon 


why the aCftion remained unpuniſhed, like |

© ture of the greateſt crimes; but at the 
© ſame time you will perceive what difficulty 
© there is to evidence ſuch as are in queſtion, 
© untill the requiſite procedures be made; 
© whatever may be otherways determined ha- 
© ving no reaſonable foundation, will be a 
, crea againſt the rules of Prudence and 
© Policy, and the Reaſons that we have re- 
* preſented to your Majeſty. We expe from 
* your great Wiſdom, that you will delibe- 
* rately weigh this, which will make your 
© meaſures ſucceſsful. May Heaven aſliſt your 
© Majeſty in the choice of the moſt conveni- 
* ent and juſt expedients for the publick re-

Though this conſultation(as1t may be ob- 
ſerved) was very judicious, yet it was not 
followed im any thing, and all things conti- 
nued in the ſame ſtate, as before; ſceing it 

was not known to what place Doz John of 
Arſtria had retired, ſome raſh and inconſi- 
derate Scriblers, took the boldneſs to make 
Lybels and Satyrical Verſes againſt him, not 
conſidering the inconveniences that might 
enſue thereupon ; they cenſured openly his 
Letter, without any reſpect to the time, or 
occaſion of writing of it. This gave ground 
to a Politician, a man of ſound judgment 
and free from paſſion, who ſaw farther into 
| __ that 
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that matter than theſe other headſtrong men, 
to examin the genuine ſenſe of that Letter, 
that he might make manifeſt to all, the zeal 


wherewith Do John of Auſtria wrote it. 


The intention of that Politician, was to o- 
pen the eyes to thoſe blind perſons who fo 
boldly cenſured him, and who affirmed of 
him things which could not be written with- 
out giving diſtaſte. Now ſeeing the Author, 
in my judgment, 'deſerves praiſe for his good 
intention; I thought I could take no better 
way to procure it him, than here to inſert 
the Diſcourſe which he publiſhed to the peo- 
ple. 


A Politich Cenſure of the Letter, which Don 
John of Auſtria pox his withdrawing, left 
in writing for the Queen. | 


ON John of Auſtria could not give a 

* more Authentick proof of his zcal, 

© loyalty and affection, than by the Letter 
© which he wrote to the Queen from Conſe 
© zegra 5 becauſe 1t makes appear that his re- 
*a] intentions tcnd only to the univerſal 
* 09d of this Kingdom ; that his deſigns 
*have no other aim but the preſervation of 
* the State, and the frugal management of 
*the Revenue of the Crown, which we 
- © Ev1- 
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© evidently ſee laviſhed away to no purpoſe; 
© and cauſes the draining of the publick trea- 
© ſury, that ought to be the ſfinews and ſup- 
© port of this Government. I know very 
© well that the inſatiable covetouſneſs and 
© avarice of thoſe, who with impunity thruſt 
© their hands into the Coffers of the King, 
© without the leaſt fear of God or men, 1s 
| <an effect of the incapacity and 1gnorance, 
Z - with which they all flatter themſelves in the 
| © opinion, that they deſerve the places which 
* they injoy, and are capable to govern the 
} © Monarchy, though they neither underſtand 
© to do things with knowledg of the cauſe, 
*nor to prevent inconveniences by timely 
* remedies 3 whence proceed thoſe many dil- 
* orders which we dayly ſee happen. It may 
* be likewiſe thought malice, that they re- 
* fuſe toadminiſter Juſtice, that they-pervert 
{ © the Laws, and put all things in confuſion, 
E © whereof we ſee dreadful inſtances; becauſe 
© there 1s- no more reward for merit, the 
| ©ouilty are leſs puniſhed than the innocent, 
{ © or at leaſt there are none proſecuted, but 
* ſuch as want power to defend themſelves, 
* whether it be, that injuſtice. bears rule, or 
Z © that paſſions carry the ſway. Sentences are 
} © only pronounced by the force of Money, 
| © and moſt frequently without examination 3 


* which 
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© which 1s of a dangerous conſequence to 
© the State : In ſomuch that there 1s nothing 
© but flattery in vogue, and which gives 
© motion to all things; 1t approves ambition, 
© and the inſatiable thirſt after riches; it 
© calls injuſtice a mark of Authority, igno- 
© rance goodneſs, and the greatcſt hberty of 
© ſpeaking a ſimple verity. To be ſhort, in 
© this overturning of Laws and Cuſtoms, 


* when all is in combuſtion, one will not | 


© have a Prince that ſces us ready to make 
© ſhipwrack, give his hand to ſupport us; 
© he who notwithſtanding of our obſtinacy 
© more raſh than valiant, ſo clearly perceives 
© what 1s neceſſary to us, maintaining that it 
© 1s fit that the Father Confellor ſhould be 
* removed from the Queen, as well by rea- 
© ſon of the evils that his preſence alone cau- 
* ſes in the State, as of his too great Autho- 
*rity, whereby he hath reduced it to ex- 
© tremity by his bad conduct. He adds, that 
*1t 18 the ſole ſcope of his enterpriſe, from 
* the which he will in no ways decline; not 
* that it 1s his mind that that Father ſhould 
© loſe his Life, whom he doth indeed treat 
* reproachfully, by diſcovering 1 terms a 
© little too ſevere, t' - {hick thai be hath 
* done to the Monarchy. Iam in doubt if 
* he be to be excuſed for the Jaſt of theſe

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« three things, he might in my opinion have 
© held his peace; but by ſo doing, he would 
© have contributed with others to the difor- 
© der of the Statez he might have likewiſe in 
© his Diſcourſe palſfated matters, but then he 
< would not have diſcovered the Truth 3; 
* which would have been a deſerting of the 
© end that he propoſed to himſelf. To be 
< underſtood, there is need of words; if the 
* Metaphor be modeſt and civil, it does not 
© explain ſufficiently: When we would ſee 
© clearly into an obſcurity, we ſhould not 
© cover the light. So that ſeeing Dox John * 
* of Auſtria Fad a mind to be underſtood, 
© he ought to ſpeak as he hath done, that he

© nough, I agree to it, 1& men will have it

« quickly ſeen, even in one and the ſame day 
* to take place in two different Judicatures, 
< both in theEccleſiaſtick and Secular Courts; 
* in the one as Inquiſitor-General, and inthe 
© other as Councellor of State , and of the 
* Supream Government of the Kingdom; al- 
< ledging for excuſe, That the Queen com- 
©* manded him ſo to do; though that reaſon 
© was as frivolous, as his deſire of Rule was 
© great 2 for if it be true (as he would have 
*1t believed ), that he 1s conſtrained to un- 
* dertake the Charges wherewith we ſee him

*KING? It may betruly ſaid then, That 
* the Sentiment which we know in him leaſt

© on: for would we examine his Avarice, this 
* Diſcourſe would not be able to contain 
* what 1s publickly ſpoken of it. Can any 
* deſire a more ſenſible mark of that, than 
*the deſolation of the people , reduced to 
* extream Poverty? Do not we ſee our Coaſts 
* withoutNaval Forces,our Frontiers without 
* Soldiers, two Provinces loſt in leſs thanthree 
* years of Minority; and yet in the ſpace of 
* one year, thirteen Millions of money con- 
* ſumed to no purpoſe ? Whither they have 
* been tranſported, is a thing I know not z 
* this I only know, that this worthy ſubject 
* makes Treaſons the obje& of his inclinati- 
*ons 3 and as he can do all that he pleaſes,

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© he hath employed them as he could, and as 


© he has been willing. | 

* | will not here diſcover the general and 
* particular proofs that make out that to be 
© his inclination , that T-may ſcandalize no 
* body. What ſhall we ſay of his Injuſtice? 
© Is it not known by the death of that poor 
* Gentleman, whom he cauſed to be ſtrangled 
* in priſon? Suppole he had been guilty, did 
* that warrant him to cauſe himto be ſq put 
*todeath? In ſuch cafes the requiſite for- 
© malitics are to be obſerved: Was he indi- 
© ted 2 Did he defend himſelf ? He was onl 
© ynjuſtly put to death againſt all Law bot 
* of God and man,upon a Sentence pronoun- 
*ced by a Prieſt: a thing ſo unheard-of, 
© that it gives us ground to judg what that 
© man is able to do. Not ſatisfied with this, 
© he would likewiſe ſtain the glory of the 
© moſt 1]luſrrious Subjeft of this Crown, in 
*cauſing him to be baniſhed. Theſe are his 
* faireſt deſigns. In fine, it may be judged 
© whether or not he be addicted to his Em- 
* ployments, ſeeing that having learnt, that

© Don John of Auſtriafaith; That he is ab-

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* his life. There ſeems to be ſome blind te- 
* merity in that Reſolution, that it 15 contra- 


*ry to the reſpect which he owes to the. 


* Queen; and that he intends to force the 
* will of that Princeſs : But that 1s a fallacious 


* appearance. On the contrary, he takes an- 


* honeſt and ſure way;and ſhows that he hath 
*nodelign to do any violence to the Queen,

* as other men, ought to ſubmit themſelves. 
* And indeed, it would be no glory for them

<1n the world? And to awake, as another 
* ma), an Emperor in a Lethargy, though

* want of refp<&, by reaſon of the trouble 
© that they might receive thereby. 

© That Prince adds, That he might with 
* all ſecurity have come to Court, if he had 
* not fcard that the people might have riſen 
*in his favour. He deſires that the Brother 
* of his Secretary may not be put to death: 


* That no Injuſtice-be done to his friends,nor 
© to 
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© to ſuch as may hereafter declare for him: 
© That otherways he ſhould be neecſlitated 
« to take publick ſatisfaction for it. At length 
© he concludes with afſlurances of 'a great rc- 
© ftitude in all his intentions; and prays all 
© thoſe that ſhall obſerve him 1n the leaſt to

* a thing unworthy of himſelf, of his zeal 
* and good intentions far the publick good ;

* without b-ing accuſed of partiality, as a

£ his Sentiments are contrary to any thingthat 
* may be imagined bad. He hath had the 
© Command of Armies ; he hath been Maſter

* niſters; that Prince having afluredly form- 


© ed that defign on falſe reports, abuſed by | 


* people who*had been firſt deceived them- 
< ſelves. | | 
* The fourth congerns the threatnings that 
© he makes to your Majeſty, to divert you 
* from any harſh uſage towards the Brother 
© of his Secretary, or any others, in whom 
© his friends or himſelf concern themſelves. 
© All that might be ſaid on this Subje&, can- 
* not bz compriſed in this Manifeſto ; and 
© my deſign 1s not to ſound the depth of that 
* matter; it belongs to your Majeſty and 
* your Miniſters to examine the conſequences 
* of ſuch'a Diſcourſe, | 
' © The fifth head 1s but a conſequent of the 
* laſt, and contains only the proteſtations 
* which Doz John of Auſtria makes to God, 
* your Majeſty,and all theWorld,that the evils 
* that may befall the State, ought not to be 
* 1m. 
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« imputed to him, if neceflity force him to. 
© take his ſatisfactions. That Proteſtation, 
*<M AD AM, concerns ſtill your Majeſty, 
| *and your Tribunals and Miniſters, and it 
{ *< ſhall be enough for me to pray God that 
© he would inform and clear them about a 
© matter of that importance. 

© Tt is the Sixth and laſt Point, MADAM, 
# *© that I ought preciſcly to anſwer, becauſe 

' *1t contains ſeveral accuſations againſt me, 
© which that Prince makes the pretext of his 
* bad deſign; and thus he begins them. The 
* Tyranny of Father Nitard, the execrable 
* wickedneſs that he hath broke forth in a- 
* gainſt me, in making Priſoner the Brother 
* of my Secretary, &c. This accuſation, 
*MADAM, is no ways conform to what 
| © hath paſſed in reference: to that impriſon- 

© ment; bccauſe on Saturday the thirteenth 
* of this Month, when it was done, I was at 
* Council from four a Clock at night until 
* Seven, without any knowledg that that 
| © Tribunal had of the ſecret audience that 
* your Majeſty at that time granted to P;- 
* zilla. All the Miniſters will be witneſſes of 
* this Truth. When I came out of this Tri- 
* bunal, I returned home, where I found ſe- 
* veral perſons that waited for me, amongſt 
* whom, the Count of Mecdel/iv, who ha- 
* ving 
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© ving diſcourſed to me about his affairs, re- 
* counted to me what had paſſed in the Pa- 
© lace, without being able to tell me the 
© ground of that audience, which ſurpriſed 
* mes and though I judged that it concerned 
© the Service of the. King, yet I had not the 
< Jeaſt thoughts of Dox Johx of Auſtria, nor 
© of his Secretary ſo that without minding 
*it farther, I made an end of giving audi- 
© ence to thoſe that had a mind to ſpeak to 
* me; afterward I ſhut my ſelf up, that I 
© might ſay the next days Matizes, and then 
© according to my ordinary cuſtom, fell to 
* the buſineſs of my Miniſtry. until ten a 
* Clock. During this time, Dox Blaſco de 
* Loyola, was, contrary to his cuſtom, in the 
© Palace, buſted as he told me fince, in draw- 
" 1ng up of Orders about the matter in hand, 
* for the impriſonment, whereof that Prince 
* complains. In his return from the Palace, 
* he came to my houſe, to tell me in groſs 
* what had been done. And this is the na- 
* ked Truth, which makes appear what hand 
* E can have in the detention of Doz Bermar- 
*do, wherein with all the Reverence which 
*I ought, I take your Majeſties ſelf witneſs, 
* as well as Dor Blaſco de Loyola; and all 
* thoſe that have had a hand in that impri- 
_ ©fonment; let anyone judge after this, that 
or 
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« if that accuſation wasſo ill grounded, whe- 
© ther the motive of the reſolution which 
«* Don John of Auſtria took againſt me, can 
© be reaſonable. 

« For the better juſtifying the truth of 
© this , neither my Character nor Dignity, 
« oive me any power to arreſt any body, 
© unleſs it be for crimes of the juriſdiction of 
© the Inquiſition: Sothat accuſing me of hay- 
* ing cauſed the Brother of his Secretary tobe 
© arreſted, who hath committed no crime that 
* comes under my cognizance, he ſays a thing 
© that is impoſhble, and which cannot be 
*1mputed to me; for though I would have 
© tranſgreſſed the limits preſcribed to me by 
© ordering that detention, no body would 
© have obeyed me, without an expreſs war- 
6 _ from your Majeſty, which I have not 
* had. | 

« Further yet, though it were true that I 
© had been acquainted with the relation of 
* that Officer, and that by vertue thereof I 
© had in ſome manner contributed to that 1im- 
© priſonment, I eould not in juſtice be blam- 
© ed for it ; firice in that I ſhould have only 
© performed the duty of a good ſubje&t, and 

* as a faithful Miniſter contributed to an act 
* of juſtice that your Majeſty did, ſeeing the 
* queſtion was of Arreſting a man Complice 
*10 
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*ina crime, which Doz Jokz of Auſtria ac- 
* knowledges in theſe terms: That his inten- 
* tion-was to accompliſh his deſign without 
© noiſe and violence, as if it had been pofli- 
© ble without doing of both, to ſnatch me 
* from your Majeſties feet, and baniſh me 
© Spainzor not being able to doſo,to cauſe.me 
© to be aſfaſlinated. Now ſince the Law of na- 
* ture allows every man to defend himſelf, I 
* cannot conceive, ſuppoſe I had done that 
© whereof he accuſes me; and which I do 
© not grant, why he calls that procedure Ty- 
* ranny, an execrable wickedneſs, and more; 
© That it is an artifice to undo him, 

* But though I had even contributed to 
© that impriſonment, and that it had been 
< unjuſtly done, - as it 15 not, could Doz Joh: 
* of Auſtria take ſo deadly a reſolution a- 
* gainſt me, ſeeing there is neither right nor 
© authority for it, asI pretend to make good 
*1n the ſequel? In the mean time, if his re- 
* ſentment hath ſtirred him up to that fear- 
* ful enterpriſe, without any more ſolid af: 
* ſurance than ſome falſe report, with how 
* much more reaſon might I complain of ſo1n- 
* jurious a projet, I, who by his owndeclara- 
* tion know the certainty of it? But Icaſt all 
* my reſentments on that ſubjectat the feet of 
* Jelus Chriit, praying him, Ne ſfatuas i//3s 
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© hoc peccatum; charge them -not with that

< Beſides this, Do# John of Auſtria accuſes 
<me of having made ſome attempt to undo 
< him : I know not if he means ſtill of that 
© Impriſonment, or of fome other occaſion : 
<Tf it be the firſt, what we have juſt now 
© aid, is ſufficient to prove that it is not true, 
< ſince that T have had no hand in it: but if 
© he hath pretended to ſay that I intended his 
* ruine by othermeans, he ought to have ſpe- 
* citied them, and given clear and convincing 
* proofs thereof; and ſceinghe hathnot done 
* that,neither he,norany body elſe, have right 
* to condemn me to ſo rigorous an exile.Ne- 
* vertheleſs; if 1t be his intention tacitly to 
* complain of what has been done by your 
* Majeſties Order, to oblige him to go to 
* Flanders, as may be inferred from a certain 
* Manifeſto written at Corogna, which hath 
* paſſed from hand to hand to this Court, 
* containing ſeveral grievances at the Govern- 
* ment of your Majeſty and your Miniſters 
* who are blamed in it as paſſionate and 1lt- 
* affected, and to have ſought out divers pre- 
* texts to baniſh him from Spaiz,, that he may 
* be ſacrificed inthe Low-Conntreys. To thisE 
* ſay, That that Accuſation concerns not me 
* alone, but likewilſeall the Minifters of State, 
* ind evenyour Majeſties ſelf; ſeeing ghar all 
G * together 
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© together have concurred to engage him to 
© pats over into Flanders , that he might go 
© and watcafully endeavour the preſervation 
© of theſe Countreys: ſo that 1f becauſe T 
© have laboured in that jointly with others, I 
© have merited his anger, and to be baniſhed 
© Spajn, he ought to have had the ſame ſenti- 
© ments againſt thoſe that were of the ſame 
* opinion with'me. He might with morerea- 
* ſon have complained of your Majeſty that 
* gave way to it; becauſe inſo doing youdid 
© more thanall of us. Nevertheleſs, he hath 
© not daredto take that liberty: How canhe 
© then accuſe me of it alone ? If however I 
* proved to him,that I was not always of the 
* opinion that he ſhould go into Flanders, in 
© that caſe his Accuſation would be without 
* ground, and by confequent he would be in 
© the wrong to let himſelf looſe againſt me as 
© he doth. God Almighty, your Majeſty, and 
© thereſt of the Miniſters of State, know well 
© what paſted on that ſubject 3 and becauſeI 
© am obliged to ſecrecy, I can neither deny 
© nor avow the matter. I ſay more yet; After 
© that that Prince had refuſed to embark,and 
© that your Majeſty had admitted of his ex- 
© cuſe, did not he of his own free motion re- 
* demand permiſfion to accompliſh that Voy- 
© age ? This is known to all people. So that 
* I canygt ſee why he would have me only to 

© be 
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© be the author of it , nor any ground that 
© hq hath to frame ſo ſtrange a reſolution a- 
« gainſt me. But in fine, fince we have all e- 
« qually contributed to it, the opinion was, 
© That that Voyage was not- only profitable, 
© but abſolutely neceſſary for the preſervati- 
* on of that Countrey 3 which made ſogreat 
* care to be taken toprovide all thingsnece(- 
* fary for his paſſage. I cannot conceive 
© then, how he can complain of any bo- 
* dy for having laboured in an office ſo impor- 
* tant to the publick good. I will ſtill further 
© add, That though T had even been ſo unfor- 
* tunate as to have committed ſome fault on 
* that account; yetit belongsnot to Dor Fo 1 
© of Auſtria to condemn me to ſuch puniſh- 
* ment, having neither power nor authority 
* enough to do it. But let usat length ſuppoſe, 
*that I was the occaſion of obliging him 
* to go into Flanders, does it therefore fol- 
* low that T had the intention to undo him ? 
*and might not I aſwel have had the deſign 
* of ſerving the State, as of ſacrificing him? 
* all theſe things ſhow the nullity of his ac- 
* cuſation, and that not being able to juſtifie 
* what he charges me with, he hath no right 
* to baniſh me Spain; have not I more to 
* complain of his procedure? ſeeing there is 
* nothing truer than his attempt, which he 
: himſelf” in good carneſt confeſſes ? but I 
| G 2 make 
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© make no uſe neither of this, nor other de- 
* fences 3 only refer my ſelf 1n this,to thoſe 
* who know what right reaſon and juſtice is. 

* This Prince accuſes me alſo of having 
* broached abominable reports againſt his re- 
« putation ; I have nothing to anſwer to this 
* but the ſame reaſons of the prececding arti- 
« cle, that he muſt prove what he alledges, 
© and that he ſtands in need of more authori- 
*ty than he hath to condemn me in that 
* manner on a flight accuſation. 

* Beltdes that, he imputes to me the death 
* of Mal/adas 1n theſe terms : That he freely 
© confeſſes to your Majeſty, and to all that ſhall 
© read that Letter that the true reaſon that hin- 
© dercd him from going to Flanders, was the 
© projed that he made to remove * 19 your Ma- 
< jeſty that wild beaſt jo unworthy to come near 
© zorr, God hating inſpired in him that reſolu- 
< tion by a ſupernatiral impulſe, at the very in- 
* ſtant that he learut the horrible tyranny, 
© whereby Vialladas though innocent was ſtran- 
© oled, &c. It is very true, MADAM, that 
© I am unworthy to approach the perſon of 
< your Majclty, and if any thing can have 
© ſupplied that defer, it muſt be the choice 
© that the Emperour Ferdinvand the Third, 
© your Viajzeſtics Father, made of me for that 
© glorious Miniſtery 5 1t being certain that 
© the choice of a great Prince ſerves for me- 
© rit 
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© rit to thoſe on whom it falls. Tf it had not 
© been ſo, the prolongation of the ſame cm- 
* ployment would not haye been granted me 
*by the King your Huſband, who hath often 
* made *known to your Miajcſty, that he was 
© ſatisfied with my conduct. Your Majeſty 
* and ſeveral Miniſters of State may give te- 
© ſtimony to this, and tell whether he hath 
© not often honourcd me with his confidence 
© 1n matters that concerned his ſervice, ſo far 
© as tocommand me toundertake the defence 
* of that great Myſtery of the Tmmaculate 
© Conception. Evxrope and America arc in- 
« ſtructed in that Truth by my Works, that 
* have been publiſhed on that Subject 5 it 
© will not then bedifficult to perfiwade all the 
© World that ſo many favours, and.ſo many 
* marks of confidence,may have in ſome man- 
* ner rendercd me worthy of my Characier, 
* or at leaſt have ſupplied my ſmall merit and 
*capacity : there happens as much to all thoſe 
* whom Princes honour with tneir choice, 
* though they be unworthy of the employ- 
* ments they confer upon them, and there 
© 1s none of*them ſo vaingts not to acknows- 
* ledg the truth of this. I might likewiſe 
* add that your Majcſty hath alſo inſpired 
* into me ſome capacity, by ſuftcring me to- 
* continue four and twenty years in your 
* ſervice, without ever having allowed meg 
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* the liberty to return to Germany, which I 
* ſeveral rimes begg'd of you. On the con- 
* trary, .what inſtance ſoever I have made to 
*your Majeſty, you have commanded me, 
* and(if I may beallowed to ſpeak ſo )prayed 
© me never to make ſuch a propoſition , and 
*not to forſake you alone, and a Widow, but 
©to continue in rendering vou my -ſervices 
© for the conſolation of your ſoul. Theſe are 
*not the firſt, nor the only favours that my 
© Anceſtors and I have reccived from the 
* Princcsof theauguſt Houſe of Azſtria,your 
* Majeſties Predecefiors. I have authentick 
* Patents which I have ſhowed toyour Maje- 
* ſty, that juſtifie, that in the timeof Maxz- 
* zrilian the Firſt, Father to Philip the Firſt, 


© and Grandfather to Charles the Fifth, thoſe 


* of my Family have had conſiderable Char- 
* ges, as well in the Armies, as 1n the Afﬀairs 
* of the Sacred Efnpire in taly and elſewhere, 
© &o that that capacity derived from the Gran- 
* acur of ſo many Princes, makes the Accuſa- 
* tion of Dox Jokn of Auſtria, as well as the 


- © refolution that he hath taken of baniſhing 


* me $pazy, to be without any folid foundat1- 
* on. Although that Prince imputes not to 
* me dircfly the death of that man whom he 


© calls innocent, and which he names horrible 


* Txranny; yet he ſees wholly to charge 


* me with it, ſeeing he ſays that 1t was the 
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* chief cauſe that hinder'd him from going 
* to Flanders, that he might the better exe- 
, cute his projet. It behoved that Prince 
* notwithſtanding, to render me Complice of 
* that horrible Tyranny, to have had a cer- 
* tain knowledg of the Charges and Accuſa- 
* tions that were brought againſt that unfor- 
* tunate man; and it 1s certain he hath never 
* ſeen them : from whence it follows, that he 
* hath no reaſon to deſire my baniſhment. 

* Moreover, my Charge allowed me notto 
be preſent at the Condemnation of that man, 
* ſeeing it is known thatT take nocognizance 
* of any Criminal Cauſe, and efpecially when 
* the Crime 1s Treaſon, as in appearance that 
* Wretch's was , againſt whom the @rdinary 
* Juſtice had only right to proceed. I hadnot 
* then any hand in that Condemnation,ſceing 
* his Proceſs was made in the requiſite forms, 
* and more than that, by the conſent of your 
* Majeſty. Now as we are always obliged to 
* interpret well the proceedings of Princes, 
© we.ought to believe thar he 1s juſtly put to 
* death, being perſwaded of the Virtue,Good- 
*neſs, and Clemency of your Majeſty,as well 
* as of the Integrity of your Miniſters, who 
*are ſo knowing- ana learned. The ſame 
* thoughts ſhould have come into the mind 
* of Don John of Auſtria, that he might not 


* have calumniated me in that manner, and

taken that pretext to perſecute me. Though 
| " all that I have adduced, be ſufficient to con- 
" vince every diſ-int creſted perſon, that that

(elf, the queſtion being of the fact of ano- 
< ther, and of an act of Juſtice 3 yet ſecing 
* Don John of Auſtria hath made himfzlf 3 
- party in that Cauſe, pretending that Ialone 
" AM uilty of his death; when he {hall have 
- ma e out the proofs of his accuſation, I 
- ſhall produce thoſe of my innocence, which 
* I will not uſcleſly alledginthisplace, though 
| they be moſt convincing: I reſerve them for 
" time of need, being perſwaded that your 
' Majeſy, who knows the truthof them, will 
© maintain them when your ſervice is concer- 
- ned, and protec me againſt a Prince who 
* would oppreſs me, to revenge the death of 
" a private perſon juſtly condemned; one un- 
" known, of very ordinary birth, that hasno 
* quality, neither as his friend, kinſman, nor 
ſervant, and that without knowing the. rea- 
* ſon for which he hath been put to death. I 
" ſhould have far better ground to manifeſt 
_ my reſentment, conſidering the rank that T 
* bear jn the Srate, and having ſo good rea- 
" ſons as T have to complain. But I will only 
* defend my {elf, and declare the truth to 


* thoſe that are ill informed referring the reſt. 
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© to God Almighty,not that he may revenge, 
© but pardon the injuſtice that 1s done 'to 
© me. | | 

©If then 1t be true that T have had nohand 
© in the death of Malladas, and that the or- 
© dinary Judges of your Majeſty after full in- 
© formation of the fact have condemned himz 


© is there any thing more horrible than to ac- 


* cuſe that very Juſtice of horrible Tyranny? 
* an expreſſion without doubt that hath tou- 
* ched your Majeſty and Miniſters of State to 
* the quick. | 

< He taxes me likewiſe of an evil Conſci- 
© ence, for having once avoided bcing mur- 
* dered by his Order; and theſe are the terms 
© he makes uſe of: That his intention was to 
© execute his enterpriſe without noiſe or violexce, 
* ſo long as he ſhould ſee himſelf not forced to it, 
* kaving never had any defign of cauſing me to be 
* afſalſmated , as my bad conſcience made me 
© apprehend.When he ſays ſo,he (ſhould remem- 
* ber the 17 of February laſt, when he reſo]l- 
* ved that the matter ſhould have been 
* put in execution. Until this preſent, MA- 
* DAM, TI have kept it (ecret, and ſhould 
* not ſpeak of it yet, if he forced me not to 
* 1t,and confeſſed it not himſelf ; but he puts 
*me toa neceſſity of breaking out,yetl ſhallſay 
*nothing but what-1s allowed me torepreſent 
* to your-Vajcſty in my own defence. 
þ * Having 
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< Having been informed by ſeveral perſons 
© of quality, that I was to be murdered 
© that day, as I paſſed through the convent 
© of \Incarnation, to go to the aſſembly of 
© Government, I thought it convenient to 
© keep at home, ſceing no abſolute neceſſity 
* of expoſing my ſelf; fo that that Reaſon, 
© and ſome of 'the affairs of my vocation, 
* hindred me from going to the Atlembly. 
© This is it that Dor Fohnof _ calls an 
* effe& of my bad Conſcience, though I may 
* tell your Majeſty, that at that time, thanks 
© be to God, I found my ſelf without any 
© remorſe or fear of death, which I knew 
© was preparing againft me. 
* Now ſeeing that Prince had determined 
©to cauſe me to be afſaflinated the 17th of 
* February, 1t manifeſtly appears, that neither 
* the impriſonment of the Brother of his Sc- 
© cretary, nor the death of Ma//adas whom 
© he calls innocent, are the only cauſcs of his 
© animoſity againſt me; thefe occurrences ha- 
© ving only happened ſince the beginning of 
* June, three Months after that deadly reſo- 
© lution, which ſhould be enough to juſtifie 
* me from the new crimes wherewith he 
* charges me. 
© It may be inferred from that enterpriſe 
© of the 17th of February, which 1s but too 
* true; That that Prince hath always had a 
| « delign 
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* deſign to uſe me more cruelly than his Let- 
* ter does inſinuate: But beſides, Is it a ſure 
* mark of an evil Conſcience to avoid death, 
* eſpecially when it is to be violent ? The 
* moſt vertuous have feared it as I do, and 
* we have a Thouſand inſtances of the ſame 
*in Holy Writ. Can our Saviour without 
* blaſphemy be cenſured, for having ſeveral 
* times hid himſelf that he might ſhun the rage 
* of his enemies? And'did not he ſay to his 
* Diſciples, that when they were perſecuted 
*1n one Town, they ſhould fly unto another? 
* All the Fathers have handled that point 
* wonderfully well. Flight is not then an 


| *argument of a bad Conſcience, otherways 


* the withdrawing of that Prince contrary to 
* his intention, would now give ground to 
* ſuſpect it, in that he eſcaped from Con foe- 
*gra, upon a bare report, that your Majefty 


*1ntended to make ſure of his perſon, though 


* it was an Order of his Soveraign, to which 
* he owed all ſubmiſſion-: What reaſon hath 
* he after that, to tax me of an evil Conſci- 
* ence, for not coming to the Aſſembly of 
* Government, when my affairs hindered me 
* more than the fear of Death ? 

* This Prince ſays morcover , That he 

* might witha ſafe Conſcience cauſe me to be 
* allaffinated for the good of this Crown, 
* and his own private advantage, &c. —_ 
| | * he 
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£ he ſpecifies not what wrong I have done to 
© the Monarchy, to make good what he ſays, 
© as he is obliged to do 1n regard both of 
© Godand men, if he intend not to ſhew that 
< jt 1s injuſtice to attempt my Life. 

* That Doctrine will be 11] recerved of thoſe 
© that know in what conjunctures homicide 
© can be allowed, every particular perſon ha- 
* ving no right to put to death any body for 
© the common intereſts That dircaly con- 
© cerns the Princez and the crime mult then 
© be verified before competent Judges, that 
© nothing be done contrary to the Laws of a 
*State. It 1s very true, that a private mnno- 
* cent perſon attacked by his enemy for his 
« private affairs, may in his own defence kill 
* him; yet that onght not to be but upon 
« the utmoſt extremity, and in cafe that he 
* can no otherways fave himſelf : But when 
©the queſtion 1s of the pablick intereſt, and 
* that the guilty hath not been accuſed before 
* is Prince, the accuſations have not becn 
© examined, nor the criminal admitted to de- 
* fend himſclt; a private perſon cannot kill him 
* by his own authority, nor cauſe him to bc 
* ſtobbed with a ſafe Conſcience. As to 
< what that Prince adds,that he might likewiſe 
* attempt my Life, for reaſons particular to 
* himſelf, I ſee not how that he, having no 
* right over the Life of an ordinary man, _ 

| * rake 
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<take to himſelf that power againſt a Coun- 
© cellor of State, Confeſlor to your Majeſty, 
© Inquiſitor-General,, Delegated by the holy 
< See for maintaining of the Faith in this | 
© Kingdom, and Miniſter in the Aſſembly of 
© the Univerſal Government of the Monar- 
*chy;which are Charges and Dignities,where- 
« with the holy See, your Majeſty and Pre- 
© deceflors have honoured me, though I have 
© not deſerved them, and which are ſuch that 
£ they who have conferred them cannot put 
*me to death without knowledg of the 
* cauſe, and bringing me to a fair trial in the 
© uſual and requiſite formes. 

<Should Doz John of Arſtria alone have 
© more authority than ſo many Princes toge- 
© ther, he who does not ſo much as prove 
© that I have committed' the leaſt offence a- 
© oainſt his perſon which he would not 
© have ſpared to reveal, if he had known 
© any 2? Let us conclude then, that if he had 
© had private reaſons to have ruined me with 
* ſecurity, he would have made them known, 
© fince he mentions the death of Ma/adas.,in 
*the which I protcſt that 1 had no hand, 
© and call God to witneſs of the truth of it; 
* whence it follows that his ſilence ſhould 
< ſerve to juſtifie me and prove my 1nno- 
© CENCE. 
* He ſays, That grave Divines have aſſured 
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* him,that he might with a ſafe conſcience canſe 
© xe to be aſſaſſmated. Divines, MADAM, give 
* Counſels according as matters are repreſen- 
* ted to them, as Confeſlors judg of Sins by 
* the accuſation that People make of them, 
* But by virtue of what hath that Prince any 
*right to canſe me to be aflaſſinated?I ſee not 
* how a Caſuiſt can have reliſhed that Pro-

© to that Prince, for the care that he takes of 
* the Salvation of my Soul 3 but I cannot 
* ſuFiciently wonder to hear him fay that his 
* intention in deſtroying of me is juſt, and 
* that God will reward him for the _—

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* that his moderation makes to him,and grant 
© him the accompliſhment of his juſt deſigns. 
« As to that I will ſay to your Majeſty with

* faith, That he and the other Apoſtles were

© but according to Jeſus Chriſt,it would have

* preſtare Deo. T have no other defence but 


| © the innocence of my actions, they have been 


© ſeen and known of all men, and I need no 
* other juſtification. 

* Don Fohn of _— ſaith, to warrant his 
*enterpriſe of baniſhing me, that by the ex- 
* pulſzon of that bane (for ſo 1t is that he 
© names me,) he would deliver the Kingdom 
* from the preſſures and burdens which T 
* cauſe to your Majeſties poor Subjetts : If 
* that were true, MADAM, that Prince 
* would have reaſon, and I ſhould willingly 
*ſubſcribe to my Baniſhment : but whoſoe- 
* ver will examine my Conduct as to that Ar- 
*ticle, (ball find that I deſerve no fuch cruel 
* puniſhment 3 yet though all that is impu- 
* ted to me were true,they ought {till to _ 
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< ceed to my expulſion in the ordinary forms. 
< Don John of Auſiria does not fo, ſince he 
< hath neither received from Heaven, nor 
< from your Majeſty, power and commiſſion

© it is that Prince's part to prove the contra- 
©ry; for it is not enough barely to fay that

< lumny. But to make appear that I am not 
 ©the cauſe of the publick calamities as he

© fifth, there have been-always Grievances in

* out by a Conſultation of the Royal Coun-

© zarctte hath inſerted in his Book; whoever

fingle man was enough to him for the for- 
mer, and that he ſtood im need of niany to 
afliſt him in the executron of the other; that 
moreover they conld not conceive how he 
alone fttad diſcovered that that Prince had 
reſolved his death, no body having ever ſpo- 
ken of it, which 1s not uſual in matters of 
that conſequence. | 
_ _ This Chnrch-man nevertheleſs was fomuch 
feared, that no body durſt openly contradict 
this —_— , being terrified by the death 
of Malladas ;, fo that the boldeſt durſt not 
undertake it, but by feigning that the Mar- 
queſs of V7l/era, accompanied by Dor Petro 
the Cruel, and the Ghoſt of Pedro Hernandes, 
three perſons ſufficiently known, were come 
for the nonce out of the other world, to re- 
fate 1t with greater liberty.

<He ſuppoſes then, that upon the banks of

© nerable old men met; and that.after mutu- 
© al Crvilitics, the one told. the other, I am 
* Doz Pedro: King of Caſtile, who was ſo juſt 
* (according to'the relation of the Count de 
* Ia Roca), that I deſerved the title of the 
* Sonnd judg 5 and nevertheleis, unhappy

* dextrous compliance. How many Kings 
© would have been leſs unhappy , had they 
© been leſs jealous of their Authority ? they 
© muſt learn to ſubmit to a preſent neceſlity, 
* conſidering that the point of Honour is not 
* always a good reaſon of Statez and that 
* that is the moſt effential which can beſt 
* maintain us, whether it be by diſſembling, 
* yiclding,or otherways. TheKing of France 
* well underſtands this policy, ſeeing he: dif- 
* dained not to ſhow grace to the Prince oh, 
* Corde, who oppoſed himſelf to his Con- 
* queſts; and the offer of Pardon that he 
* made to him, was to himſclf very advanta- 
© geous, ſeeing it facilitated to him the means 
* of eſtabliſhing Peace in his Kingdom. But to 
* be ſhort, My Misfortune ſhould ſerve for an 
* example to poſterity, who being reſolved 
* not to quit the leaſt jot of my Intereſts,

* promile to themſelves fo much at firſt, deſ1-' 


* ring only a little moderation in my Severi- 
© ties:But myObſtinacy made for them a way of 
* obtaining a more ample Triumph than they 
* expected. Nevertheleſs, I did not proceed 
* lo far as to make ſure of the perſon of 
*HENRY, until that at length ha- 
*ving 
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* ving forgotten the duties of Nature, hehad 
© the boldneſs to ſerze the beſt places of my 
* Kingdom : T was even fo {low in puniſh

* priſon, before, I cauſed him to be declared 
© Rebel. By. what befel me afterward, conſi-

© how he dares maintain that he could find

© which they were, raiſed was over! his falſe 
© ſimplicity, makes appear how little ſinceri-

© that matter, | | 
Tcauſed likewiſemy ſelf to becut in pieces, 
© to ſee him anſwer to the accuſation laid a- 
* gainſt him, of having cauſed vaſt ſums of 
* Money to be tranſported into Germany, 
* that in that Countrey he had neither Fa- 
© ther nor Brothers, to beſtow them on, as 
*1f that were enough to invalidate the accu-

< ruine that Prince, ſays he, not that he in-

* of the people, than to draw upon himſelf 
* the hatred of all men. After all theſe things

« death to ſave his Country from oppreſhon; 
© that fire maybe put tothepowder in Ships, 
© and all -aboard of them blown up, rather 
© than to ſuffer an Enemy to be Maſter of 
© themz and that a man that did ſave himſelf 
© upon a Plank, may give it to another who 
* might be more nſeful than himfelf to the 
* publick. Nevertheleſs, neither Father N7-

<T am not 1gnorant of the reſpect that 
© ought to be had to the Charafter of Sove- 
* rezgns 5 I perfely reverence it in the per- 
< ſon of the Queen; but it does not wound 
© her authority to deſire the removal of Fa- 
* ther Nitard: Many Princes, though with 
* reluftancy , have often granted to their 
© Subjects ſuch demands, when they have 
* underſtood the juſtice of them. If at firſt 


* mine was accompanied with ſome eagernels' 


* which did not teſtifie ſubmiſſion enough,

THAVE read the Copy of what the 

© Queen, our Princeſs, wrote to you, with 
© the wiſe Remonſtrance that you have made 
< to me upon that ſubject; it 'is worthy of 


© your zeal and propenſity in the ſervice of 
© the King and State, and obliges me to clear 


© all matters to you : For that end I ſend you 
© a Copy of what the Queen hath wrote to 
© me. As to what the Duke of Ofore hath 


'< delivered to me in her Name, it confiſts in 


« two things; the oneis, That the Queen de- 
* fires that my Propoſition of the 13th of 
* the laſt Month, by reaſon of the bad con- 
* ſequences that delay might produce, may be 
* ſpeedily examined ; her Majeſty in moſt ob- 
* Iiging terms exhorting me amicably to put 
*an end to the matters now Mm queſtion. The 
* other 1s, That for the more diligent expe- 
* diting of this, it would be convenient that 
<I ſhould draw near to Madrid, her Majeſty 
*oiving me 'for that end her word, that I

© with the diſpleaſure there to find Father 
< Nitard cheek to jowl with me, and to ſhare 
© that honour with him: There T went ne- 
* yertheleſs, grudging, and patiently ſuffered 
© whilſt all men murmured at it, becauſe the 
© ferviceof my\Prince was concerned, for the 
* which I was called, as I can eafily juſtifieby 
«© the Letter that the Queen wrote to me on 
© that occaſion : There is the extraordinary 
« favour for which Father Nitard tells her 
* Majeſty I am indebted. It 1s no leſs ſtrange 
© to ſee him maintain, That it is a mark of 


© great confidence to have truſted me with 


* the Government of the Low-Conntreys 1n 
© the moſt urgent conjuncture that for along

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' © Rodrigo, the Father of him that now is; ſo 
© that being a Spaniard born, all my actions 
© have anſwered my duty, and have, been ac- 
* companied with great zeal, many fatigues 
© and cares; and now they would have it 
* accounted a ſign of confidence to have 
* commanded me to go to my Government, 
© there to exerciſe a Charge which I have al- 
* ready ſo often acquitted my ſelf of in the 
© heat of War. All the world knows that it 
* was but a pretext to undo me, if Heaven 
* had not otherways decreed: - This Deſign 
*was the ſecret ſpring of the deliberation 
* that was taken for that Voyage, unleſs my 
* want of capacity be objected 3 if it be ſo, 
* I frankly confeſs it, though the people. of 
* that Countrey be very well ſatisfied with 
* my Condu&, having ever governed them 
* with as much moderation, as they have evi- 
* denced to me affefion : That may be 
* known by the joy they expreſſed, when 
* they underſtood that I had received Orders 
* to-take the care of their preſervation 3 be- 
*10g aſſured, that knowing their Loyalty, TI 
* would not be afraid to expoſe my life for 
© them. 

© I leave it then to your prudence and 
* judgment, to examine theſe two great ob- 
* Iigations that Father Nztard pretends to 
* have laid on me, and come to the -Crimes 
*with 
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with which he charges me. He fays, that 
finding my ſelf provided with all prepara- 
tives and things neceſſary for that voyage, 
I changed of a ſudden my reſolution of 
performing it, after a delay of ſeveral 


” months. It were ecafie for me to anſiver 


that accuſation; but I ſhall do it at another 


"time. It is enough to tell you, that it were 


to be wiſhed, That the Queen had not 
been miſ-informed to my prejudice by 
worſe reports than that, ſeeing I have al- 
ways ſenſibly found that I have not had fo 
much as I defire, her approbation in any of 


- my ations; that ves her always bad im- 
b: proſvons of my Condud; when ſhe ought 


indeed to call to mind, that I found not in 
the Ships that were peepared for me, the 


" third part of the money that was promiſed 


me for that Voyage, that I might be enga- 
ged on that falſe aſſurance to depart more 
(pcedily from Madrid 5 which I had nd 
ooner left, but that the Letters which 
might have given me notice on the road,of 
the ſtate of affairs, were malicioufly inter- 


" cepted; ſo that I had no knowledg of it, 
. until I arrived at Corogra, where I found as 
Is got an abatement in the number of my 


roops, as of Money. At the ſame timel 


_ learnt, that the French uſed no more hoſti- 
lities in Flanders, which was the only 


*#round 
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* grouud of my Voyage. It is then jmper- 
* tinent to charge me with dclay. But. on the 
* contrary, it was never in my power to ha- 
© ſten my voyage, which I can juſtifie by au- 
© thentick Ads, beſides the teſtimonie of all 
the people of the Countrey 3 for there is 
* nothing truer, than that after my arrival in 
* that Port, until theday that I had notice of 
© the death of Malladas, which alone made 
* me change my reſolution, the ſailing of our 
* ſhips was "always retarded, ſometime for 
* want of proviſions, ſometime by" the pre- 
* ſence of enemies, now and then by contrary 
* winds, and almoſt always by all theſe impe- 
© diments together, as #t may be obſerved by 
* the Advices that I gave the Queen thereof, 
* who condemned not theſe delays. I keep 
* {till the Letters for my juſtification. How- 
* ever, though all theſe” reaſons, with the bad 
* ſatisfaction that was given me,and the dead- 
*ly conſequences that T foreſaw of my de- 
* parture, might have with reaſon hinder'd 
* me from undertaking that voyage 3 yet a 
© more urgent motive than al] that, made me 
* _ break it off, that was, To ſee Father 
© Nztard rule us with an abſolute and tyran- 
*nical Power; and I thought it was not my 
© duty to ſuffer it, whichT have already ma- 
© ny times ſaid, and-ſhall never leave off to 
* repeat, until that I and all Spazz be deli-

At the very ſame time that that Letter 
came to: Court, the Queen received a great 
many which that Prince had wrote toſeveral 
Towns who have a Vote 1n the States, much 


to the ſame purpoſe : Some of theſe Towns, . 


to ſhew their Loyalty, ſent them to:her Ma- 
zeſty without reading of them; others back- 
ed them with a Remonſtrance, That it would 
pleaſe her Majeſty to grant to Dor John of 
Auſtria what he demanded, to. preſerve the 
State from the inconveniences Es a _refu- 
{al might occaſion; ſo that,the Letter which 
I have juſt now related, and the others which 
that Prince had written to all the Towns, 
obliged the Queen. frequently to call the 
Council of State, and afrerward the. Council 
of Caſtile. Seeing this laſt is made up of a 

| great 
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great number of Lords, what was done there 
was ſooner known, than what paſſed in the 
other Tribunals. It was publiſhed then, 
though under hand, That that Aſſembly was 
divided into ſeveral parties. The Council of 
Arragon was likewiſe enjoined to examine all 
theſe Letters, and: to give their opinion of 
them 3 which they did with all requiſite ap- 
plication. Their Conſultation was like to 
that of the Council of State; and it goes for ' 
certain, that all theſe Councils concluded, 
That the Queen ſhould take the pretext that 
ſeemed faireſt to her, to ſend Father Nitard 
out of the Kingdom. For ſome months it 
was believed, that her Majeſty would take 
the pretext of ſending him Ambaſſador Ex- 
traordinary to Germany ; which rejoiced the 
Court as well as the people: and nothing 
was miore expected than the departure of 
that Jeſuit 3 when the Queen, that ſhemight 
take a more firm reſolution, would have the 
great Aſſembly ( for ſo they call the Aſlem- 
bly of Government ) called, which was com- 
poſed of the Archbiſhop of Toledo, the Pre- 
lident of Caſtile, the Inquiſitor-General, the 
Vice-Chancellor of Arragon, the Count of 
Peraranda , and the Marquefs of Aytora, 
wherein her Majcſty would prefide. That 
Convocation was made the 3oth of Decem- 
ber; 1668, without the preftnce of Father 

| N Nitard 
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Nitard for that time, becauſe the affair di- 
realy concerned himſelf : It is faid;, that at 
that time the opinions of the three Coun- 
cils, whereof we. have ſpoken, were made 
one; and that after the reading of them, 
Dorn Blajco de Loyola , Secretary of State, 
and every Miniſter 1n his order, told their 
opinions aloud in preſence of the Queen: 
Whereupon that Princeſs in anger ( as it is 
reported ) ſtarted up, and telling them, [ 
know yorr meaning, went her way. The peo- 
ple with impatience expected the reſolution 
of this Tribunal, hoping that it would ' be 
conform to the reſt; but for ſome Gays it 
was concealed from them : after which the 
Queen declared , That ſhe ſaw no reaſon 
why Father Nitard ſhould leave the King- 
dom : Which ſurpriſed a great many, eſpe- 
cially when they ſaw that ſome private per- 
{ons gave their Orders more imperiouſly 
than they were wont. There were ſome 
particularly put in fear by this Change, be- 
cauſe they began already to ſcek out the Au- 
thors of ſome Books ſpread abroad againſt 
Father Nitard, without minding thoſe that 
had written againſt Dex John of Auſtria. I 
ſhall not recount all that paſſed in this Con- 
juncture 3 but only tell you, That whilſt 
people were in ſuſpence about the ſucceſs of 


thefe matters, on the Zoth of Farnary, there 
came 
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.came to light three Letters, which revived 
.the joy of a great many, eſpecially when it 


was known, that the 20th his Holineſs had 


ſent Orders to the Nuxcio to niediate inthat 


affair, and to endeavour in his Name topro- 


cure ſome accommodation : and indeed that 


Prelate had already but in vain laboured to 
do it. I think it will not be impertinent 
here to inſert the Letters, which made ſo 


ſudden a change in the minds of people.

I am obliged here to make a little digreſ- 
fion to pxelate a matter ſomewhat ogyar, 
which happened yhilſt theſe tranſactions 
were one foot; and is not altogether wide 
of my Subject. The Count of Yi//alenſo a 


' young Gentleman of Twenty years of Age, 


having not much to ſubſiſt on, while hewait- 
ed for the ſucceſſion of the houſe of Puebla- 
Dellarena, whereof he was the immediate 
heir, played a jaury mans prank. He knew 
that his Aunt D. Lorenca de Cardenas, Wi- 
dow to Don Lorenco Ramires de prado, and 
his Grandfathers Siſter, had a great deal of 
Money 1n ready Caſh, of which he defigned 
to carry away a part; and for that 'end en- 
tered her houſe on an evening accompanied 
with {ix Friends and three Servants all mask- 
ed, and without any other circumſpetion, 
robbed her in her own preſence of Eight 
thouſand Piſtols. If he carried hmſelf ill on 
that occaſion, he did worſe next day; for 
he was ſo imprudent, as togo ,,, 
to the Priſon, to ſollicit the * gore of yew 


Alcaldes to enlarge his Three Court whereCri- 


Servants that had juſt before Tnals are judg- 
been taken, being luſpetted to 

have been complices in that affair : But the 
queſtion being already put to them, and 
they having accuſed their Maſter, the Alcal- 
des,in ſtead of granting him what he on 
made 
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made ſure of his perſon, and gave notice of 
it to the parties, who cauſed him to be put 
in a Tower by himſelf, where he was guard. 
ed in ſight, that he might not have commu- 
nication with any body. This buſineſs made 
a noiſe at Court, and eſpecially when it was 
known that his Aunt had accuſed him; 
which put his buſineſs in a bad condition be- 
yond accommodation: In ſomuch that the 
Count of Melgar and his Brother, both Sons 
of the Alzirant of Caſtile, ſollicited by one 
of the Priſoners Siſters, who was maid to the 
Queen, undertook to fave him, and joyned 
with Dox Arntonio of Toledo, eldeſt Son of 
the Duke of Alva, the Marqueſs of Caſtre 
ſeurte, and of Alvares Oſorio, Lord of Villa- 
cis. Theſe young Gentlemen attended by 
ſome of their Friends, went privately to the 
Prifon about Ten a Clock at night; and ha- 
ving got in one after another, under pretext 
of rendering a viſit to the Priſoner, carried 
him away without noiſe or refiſtance. The 
news of this was publiſhed at the ſame time 
that the Letters that IT have been ſpeaking of 
were, which contributed more to divide the 
Court, that was but already too much ſo: 
But the moſt ſurpriſing thing was, that next 
day the Almirant of Caſtile being in Coach 
with his two Sons that were concerned in 
that buſineſs, went- himſelf and - ge 
them 
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them'into Priſon, that they might be put in 
the place of the Priſoner whole eſcape they 
had made. The people praiſed that action, 
but perfons of quality and judgment did 
not think it very rational; and ſo much the 
more, becauſe it was known that he was 
contrary to the general opinion, which de- 
manded the removing of Father Nitard, and 
that he went ſo far as to embrace his de- 
fence: Whence it came to paſs, that that Je- 
ſuit flattered himſelf in the opinion, that all 
the nobility- of Spaiz would take his part. 
The Grandees of Spair perceiving that he 
bragg'd of this, were exceedingly difpleaſed; 
and that gave occafion to the Duke of Alva, 
to write the following Letter to Doz John of 
Auſtria, in anſwer to a condoling Letter, 
which that Prince had written to im upon 
the grief that his Son Dox Antonio had occa- 
fioned him, for having been concerned in 
the eſcape of the Count of Yilalonſo. 


| OST Serene Prince, I have received 
© the Letter of the Twelfth inſtant, 

* which your Highneſs did me the honour to 
* write to me upon the diſpleaſure that my 
* Son hath given me. I have ſent him into 
*the Country to ſecure him from the proſe- 
* cations of Law, and to eaſe my ſelf of the 
* trouble of ſplliciting for him, _— 
* for 
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© for my excuſe, that I delivered him not in- 
* to Priſon, that the authority of a Subjet 


© of his quality contributes always to theau-. 


*thority of his Prince. But let us leave this 
< Diſcourſe, that we may ſpeak a littleof the 
© affairs of your Highneſs. It ſeems all thingy 
© have been againſt you, Heaven, Juſtice and 
© Reaſon, ſince yourglory hath been unjuſtly 
© attacked, when that yourHighneſs alone had 
* right to diſpoſe of it, no body having av- 
*thority over your reputation, but your 
© ſelf, by the power that God hath given you 
© over it: But ſceiygall the Tribunals with a 
* common voice have declared themſelves in 
* favour of your Highneſs, I do not think 
© that any can be found ſo extravagant, as 
© not to embrace the intereſts of our Kings 
© Brother, who 1s ſo zealous for his Service, 
< to the prejudice of thoſe of the Queens- 
© Confeſlor. It 1s true, there 1s much due to 
© the ſatisfaction of Sovereigns 3 but when 
< the publick intereſt, and the glory of their 
© Crown 1s concerned, to ſatisfie them would 
*not be to oblige them. That Jeſuit is ſo 
© 11] informedof matters, that he pleaſes him- 
<{e]f,, to believe that the Nobility of this 
* Kingdom will have no Head but what he 
* gives them; and that it 1s his part to make 
© fuch an ele@ion: In the mean time that no- 
*t:on hath ſo much ſeized his mind, - _ 
© nat 
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© hath believed that this illuſtrious body 


* would declare 1n his favour, giving it out 


© that God had revealed it to him, without 
* any foundation but in his own fancy. If 
* the Nobility were to take any part, it 
© would be to chaſtiſe his infolehce; for da- 
© ring to place that which fortune gives him, 
*in competition with that which merit and 
© birth have conferred upon the Gentlemen 
© of the Kingdom. Not but that there are 
© here ſome unworthy perſons that upheld 
© him, becauſe none oppoſe themſelves to itz 

* but the preſence of your Highneſs will fo 
© much the more eafily difiipate them, that 

© they maintain themſelves only by a Cabal- 

* #entus, without any foundation of juſtice 
© or fidelity. Your Highneſs I hope will be 
* pleaſed to pardon the liberty that I take to 
© trouble you, and believe that no occaſion 

* ſhall be preſented, wherein I may render 

*you my moſt humble ſervices, which ſhall 

© not heartily be imbraced by me. At Ma-

The Letters of Dox John of Auſtria, and 
Duke of Alva, extreamly diſcompoſed the 
faction of Father N:tard; all things ſeemed 
to thwart thoſe that followed him, and all 
their wicked Jeſting was quickly ſeen to va- 
niſh., They who imagined that that Prince 
would 
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would deſiſt and give over, becauſe of the 
reat difficulties of ſucceeding in his deſign; 
Hare underſtood that Arragonr would de- 
clare Ge him, perſwaded the Queen to write 
to the States of that Kingdom, that in all 
places by which he ſhould paſs, they ſhould 
not only give him no reception, but rather 
offer him ſome cauſe of diſcontent ; never- 
theleſs the Arragoneſe, knowing how little 
Reaſon there was in that Order, excuſed 
themſelves by the following Letter from not 
obeying it, which arrived with the news of 
the good entertainment which that Prince 
received in his paſſage at Sarragoſſa. 


The Letter of the Con{iſtory of the Deputies of 
the Kingdom of Arragon to the Queer. 


ADAM, we diſpatched a Courier 

© the Thirtieth of the laſt Month, to 

© carry to your Majeſty the Copy of a Let- 
© ter, which at that time Seignenur Dor Fohn

© Orders, not doubting but that it would be 
* very acceptable to you, to ſee us facilitate 
© a journey, which you have thought neceſ- 
« fary for putting an end to an affair, where- 
*in that Prince doth ſo much concern him- 
* ſelf. But on Tweſday following, the fifth of 
©this Month, the Attorney-General came in- 
©to this Aſſembly, and read to us an Order 
* quite contrary, ſigned by your Majeſties 
hand, whereof we have ſent you back a 
* Copy; the Attorney-General had another 
* ſigned by the hand of our Secretary, and 
© all were recorded. The Novelty of the 
© matter made us make ſome reflexions on 
* theſe circumſtances, and eſpecially when we 
© underſtood that he was gone to diſcharge 
* the ſame office to the Council of the City 

* of Sarragoſſa, and that that Order had not 
* been received there; without the putting

You have here the true relation of what

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paſſed at Sarragoſſa upon the Reception of

The fifth of February 1669, that Prince 
arrived at Levida, from whence the Magi- 
ſtrates went out a quarter of a League to 
meet him, the Biſhop and Deputies of the 
Chapter having departed the day before to 
go wait upon him at greater diſtance. That 
Prince lodged in the Biſhoprick, and ſtayed 
there next day.till ſeven a Clock at night, 
when he took Horſe again to continue his 
Journey and to come to Fraga. At his en- 
trance into Arragon he met the Officer that 
commanded the Troops in that quarter, with 
a Troop of Horſe, and Company of Foot, 
a Judg of the Council with the Commiſlary- 
general of the Kingdom, and other Mini- 
ſters that waited on him to Complement him, 
accompany him, and offer him Lodging in 
all places through which he might pals in the 
Province : he entered into Fraga, and all 
the other places, even into Puebla, which is 
but two Leagues from Sarragoſſa, where he 
received all the marks of an extream joy,with 
extraordinary acclamations from all the peo- 
Unrones long before they ſaw him, and after 
e was gone, made the air reſound with 
ſhouts 
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ſhouts of joy, throwing their Hats 1n the 


air, and crying, Life and ViFory to Seignior 
Don John our deliverer, "that preſerves the 
Glory of Spain; adding to that many reproa- 
ches againſt Father Nitard, This Prince in 
the mean time underſtood on his rode, that 
the Count of Aranda, Vice-roy of Arragor, 
had cauſed tobeintimatedto the Deputies of 
the Kingdom, and to the body of the City of 
Sarragoſſa, an order forbidding any civilityto 


| berendered to that Prince,andthat no body 


ſhould ſo much as viſit him in private 3 pre- 
tending the Queens Commands for it. The 
Seignior Don Fohn foreſceing that extrava- 
gancy, wrote to him ſome days before, that 
he would do him a kindneſs to hinder the 
Communities from coming out to meet him, 
lince he made his Journey with too much 
haſte,and deſired to paſs 7zcognito. Notwith- 
ſtanding the circumſpection of both, the 
Prince found at Pxebla the Marqueſles of A- 
riſa,of Navarres, and of Coſcojuela,the Counts 
of Fuentclara and Caſtel-florida, with many 
Gentlemen, who were followed by the chief 
Juſtice of Arragor, by the Chapter of the 
Cathedral, and many private perſons that 
went before the Vice-roy, who was likewiſe 
there with a great number of the Gentry of 
the Country. Ir is ſaid that he erideavoured 

O 3 to 
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to juſtice himſelf ro the Prince concerning 
the matter that he had been accuſed of, and 
that he made antwer to him that he believed 
nothing of him contrary to his duty, and 
the ſervice of the King, and that he had 
the reputation of too good a Stateſinan, 
to entertain any intentions contrary to his, 
ſeeing that he could not be oppolite to him, 
but be fo lhikewiſ2 to the King 3. and that 
embracing the party of Father Ntard he 
followed the weakeſt (1de 5 ſeeing that in 
ſhort time he would conſtrain that Jeſuit 
either willingly or by force to: do what 
he delired for the publick advantage. Af 
ter the Viſit of the Vice-roy, and of all 
the Nobility, the Prince received the Vi- 
ſits of ſcvcral private perſons, who ear- 
neftly deſired to falute him. Whilſt he ws 
yet with the Vice-roy, there was preſen- 
ted to him a Letter from the Deputics of 
the Kingdom, containing theſe words :

But let us return to Doz Joh of Auſtria, 
who ſct out from Pxebla on -Sunday about 
ten a clock in the morning, and took his way 
to Sarragoſſa. It were impoſiible to tell with 
what joy he was received of the Nobility 
and people of that City; for all agree, that 
the like had never been ſeen there : for the 
Prince was hardly out of Pxebla, when he 
met great companies of the Inhabitants on 
horſe and foot, who being tranſported with 
joy, threw their Hats and Cloaks in the air 
like mad-men, never minding whether they 
fell into the water or mire, crying with all 
their force, Long live our Lord the KING, 
Long live the Seignior Don John our Prote- 
Gor, and a Curſe upon the Jeſuit, the Troubler 
of the peace of Spain : Adding to this ſome- 
time railleries, and ſometimes very extraor- 
dinary diſcourſes, with ſo tender and oblig- 
ing terms for our Prince, that it ſeemed God 
ſpake by their mouth to reveal to us his holy 
will. Beſides this numerous Train, which 
grew bigger and bigger, as the Prince drew 


near Sarragoſſa, there came a great ſqua- 


dron of Scholars, having every one a Shablc 
in his hand, to meet him, contrary tothe ex- 
preſs prohibition that had been made to 
them by the Viceroy. They all at once cry- 
ed, That they were ready to obey whatſoe- 
ever his Highneſs would be pleaſed to _ 
man 
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mand them. That Prince in the midſt of 
this Confluence, arrived at the Tower or 
Houſe of Pleaſure, where he had told the 
Conſfiſtory that he would ſtop: it 1s ſcitua- 
ted a large quarter of a league from Sarra- 
goſſa. Care was taken to furniſh and put it 
in condition of lodging him one night with 
his retinue, whilſt he expected the Conliſtory 
there. In the mean time the Deputies of the 
Body of the City arrived,todeſire the permif- 
ſion, andtime when they might come to ſalute 
him, that they might likewiſe give him teſti- 
monies of their ſubmiſſion. Whilſt theſe two 
Bodies were gathering at Sarragoſſa,and pre- 
paring themſelves for the performance: of 
their Delign, an extraordinary confluence of 
people with ſhouting and applauſes encom- 
paſſed them 3; all the fields from the Tower 


to the City, were covered with people, who 


did nothing but perfiſt in praiſing that 
Prince, and entreating him to ſojourn ſome 
days at Sarragoſſa. 

The Conſiſtory being at length in a body, 
arrived at the Tower, the Biſhop of Albarra- * 
zi, as being the firſt Deputy of the Church+ 
men, made him a judicious and delicate Ha- 
rangue, which Dox John of Auſtria anſwer- 
ed 1n very acknowledging terms, teſtifying 
his Confidence in, and the eſteem he made 
of that illuſtrious Body. Afterward the chic? 

Magiſtrate, 
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Magiſtrate, uſhered by Mace- bearers (a thing 
never done before on ſuch an occaſion) came 
out of the Town, and made an Harangueto 
the Prince. As theſe Bodies diſchargedtheir 
duties, the people redoubled their ſhouts, 
thanking them for the teftimonics of reſpect 
which they render'd to that Prince. The 
Ceremony being ended, he took horſe again 
to continue his Journeyz and one ſhould 
have been a preſent witneſs of what paſſed 
at that time, to be able to conceive the evi- 
vidences of affeftion that the people expreſ- 
ſed towards him; for ſuch as were neareſt 

his perſon, offered him for their own parts 
their purſes and fervices, giving the Confe(- 
ſor a thouſand curſes,and exciting the Prince 
to perſiſt in his Enterpriſe. They gave a thou- 
ſand carefſes to the Officers that convoyed 
him, praying them to have ſpecial care of 
his Perſon; and above all things, not to re- 
turn without the Head of Father Nitard. 
Nevertheleſs, Doz John of Auſiria would not 
enter the City of Sarragoſſa, as well becauſe 
the Viceroy had not come that day to meet 
him, as to ſeem to. paſs 7:cognito. So that he 
took his journey by the wooden Bridg, fi- 
ding the River, and the Houſes of the Con- 
ſiſtory of the body of the City, and the 
Archbiſhops houſe, which faced theRiver: his 
way conſtrained him only to paſs by ſome 
houſes - 
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houſes which jutted out upon the bank of 
' the River; but the thing that contributed 
moſt to the embelliſhment of that Feſtival, 
was the great abundance of Ladies that were 
in the Windows to ſee him paſs. He went 
out by the Gate called The Gate of our Lady 
del Portillo, and took the way of Caſtile;but 
as he paſſed near to the Church of our La- 
dy del Pilar, which ſtood in his way, he a- 
Hhghted to pray, as well for devotion, as to 
teſtifie to the people that accompanied him, 
the great confidence that he had itt them; his 
deſign being likewiſe to undeceive them of a 
miſtake they were in, That he would alight 
no-where, and that he had ordered all the 
Gates of that Church, except that which 
looked to the way by which hepaſled, tobe 
ſhut. Having ended his devotion, he had the 
greateſt difficulty in the world to get on 
horſe-back again, by reaſon of the Crowd 
that followed him, and waited a long time 


on him, notwithſtanding of the great ſtop. 


of Coaches, and the new multitude that 
continually came flocking in from the neigh- 
bouring places about. On that occaſion a 
Monk of Calſablanca, coming in coach to 
Sarragoſſa, by the ſame way that Dor Fohr 
of Auſtria took, narrowly eſcaped a ſad ac- 
cident : for the Scholars, of whom we have 
ſpoken, having eſpied him, by reaſon . of. a 

- ſtrange 
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ſtrange equivocation had murthered him, if 
he had not ſpeedily made known who he 
Was. 

To be ſhort, that we may give a general 
notion of that concourſe, it muſt be imagi- 
ned, that from the Tower to a league be- 
yond Sarragoſſa , there was an incredible 
crowd of people 3 there has never beet ſeen 
ſuch a medley of Church-mens black Cloaks, 
of women and children, who ran with open 
arms to meet that Prince, and who prefſed 
fo upon him, that ſometimes it ſeemed they 
ſhould have lifted his Horſe from ground : 
for though the Captain-General of . the 
Kingdom had commanded a party of foot to 
march in file on each fide of him, to guard 
him from the crowd, yet the Prince would 
not ſuffer it, percerving that that might give 
them ground to ſuſpe& ſome diſtruſt of their 
fidelity ; ſo that he gave orders that all peo- 
ple ſhould be ſuffered to approach his per- 
on. That procedure procured him new ap- 
plauſes, and for alittle crowding he had that 


ſatisfaction. In fine, it is not to be imagt- 


ned what tender demonſtrations of love that 
a received of all people on that occa- 
10n. 

The Archbiſhop of Gamboa was in deſpair, 
becauſe he had not render'd the Prince his 
duties ſo ſoon as he came into Arragor; and 

to 
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| to teſtifie his ſorrow for the omiſſion, he ſent 
to him as far as Levida, to offer him the uſe 
of his houſe, with moſt obliging terms to per- 
ſwade him to accept of it: Bur, the Prince 
made no anſ{werto that offer; and though the 
Archbiſhop wrote to him afterward to give 
him evidence of his reſentment and grief, yet 
he would never condeſcend to honour him 
with his preſence 3 ſo that he was conſtrained 
to keep himſelf hidat one of his Windows, 
whilſt the Prince paſſed by juſt under his 
houſe, from whence he heard the exceſſive 
praiſes that were given him by the people. 
The Scholars in their return had'a mind to 
have ſet his houſe on fire, and even the 
Viceroy's it ſelf, out of which Dox Franciſ- 
co Iſquierdo, the firſt Magiſtrate, was coming 
in his Coach; they ſtopped himto make him 
cry, Live Lord Don John: and becauſe he 


\ ſpoke it a little too low, they replied, Speak. 


out, we are deaf, which he punQually obey- 
ed. Upon this the Body gf Juſticearrived, 
and obliged them to withdraw. They had 
been a little before at the Colledg of the Fa- 
thers Jeſuits, to make them do as the Magi- 
ſtrate had done. At the end of this Caval- 
cade, news was brought that Doz John of 
———_— Auſtria was arrived at Cadret- 
from Sarrageſa, £4 *, not only withhis Convoy, 
but attended by many private 

perſons, 
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perſons, who had offered to wait upon him 
to Madrid. The day following , the ſame 
Gentlemen that had gone to meet him at 
Puebla, went again to Cadretta, to renew to 
him the offers of their ſervices. The body of 
the Inquiſition went likewiſe to complement 
him with the uſual Ceremonies. From Ca- 
dretta he advanced to Carineua, where ( by 
reaſon that his Horſes were tired) hewasfor- 
ced to ſojourn two days. But let us return 
to Sarragoſſa, that we may ſee- what happen- 
ed there next day. I ſhall not ſpeak of the 


' Courier, whom the Confiſtory ſent to the 


Queen ; what TI have ſaid of that already; 
may ſuffice. I will only tell you, That that 
day alſo was a day of folemnity forthe Scho- 
lars, becauſethen they again met, and carri- 
ed by way of proceſſion through all the City, 
a figure of Straw, repreſenting Father N;- 
tard deceaſed; they marched bare-headed in 
order of a Funeral-pomp , as if they had 
been going to interr him s but being cometo 
the Jeſuits Colledg, they obliged the Rector 
to look out at a Window, to - be a witneſs 
of that ſpeCtacle, and there in his preſence 
burnt the Figure. This Relation is ſufficient 
to make known what men would do in fa- 
vour of Doz John of Auſtria, whoſe perſon 
may Heaven preſerve, and grant him for the 

Þ good 
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good of the State, all the advantages that 
we wiſh him z our affection for him being 
ſuch, that we are ready to fell, even to our 
Children , that we may aſfiſt him in recom- 
pence of the obligation that we owe him, 
to ſee him ſo zealouſly undertake the prote- 
(tion of this Monarchy. 

Upon occafion of theſe Novelties, the 
trouble and aſtoniſhment of the Adverſaries 
of Don Fohn of Auſtria, was more than ever 
obſerved ; becauſe the fear that it occaſion- 
ed in them , made them at firſt reſolve to 
take arms to repulſe him. They immedi- 
ately gave notice to ſeveral Officers to have 
Horſe and Arms in readineſs to march upon 
the firſt order : but to colour to the Queeri 
the advice that they had given, they told 
her, That theſe Officers were come of their 
own accord to offer themſelves in the pre- 
ſent conjuncture, for the better diſcharge of 
their duties; and that the Inhabitants of 
Madrid alſo offered themſelves willingly to 
diſplay the Royal Standard, to put in exe- 
cution whatever her Majeſty ſhould be plea- 
ſed to command them, under the command 
of the Marqueſs of Peralta, a Portugueſe, 
whom they had named head of their Mi- 
litia, They flattered themfelves, that with 


that weak precaution they might eaſily de- | 
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feat Dorn John of Auſtria. In this man- 
ner was the whole City in combuſtion, 
and the Queen in the mean time ignorant 
of all; becauſe they reſolved firſt to pro- 
vide themſelves with all things, and af- 
terward acquaint her with 1t. But the 
tumult of the people in alarm, and the vi- 
__e of ſome zealous Miniſters of State, 
roke many of their meaſures, and eſpeci- 
ally the Count of Penaranda, who being 
informed of what- paſſed, asked in a full 
Aſſembly of Government, which was held 
the eighth of the Month , By whoſe or- 
der they took arms? It was anſwered, 
That it was not indeed by order of the 
Queen dire&ly, but in truth of Father 
Nitard, and of the Preſident of Caſtile, his 
intimate Friend. Upon which the Count 
made a projet of thwarting and ruining 
that great Deſign. He went to wait on 
the Queen, to whom he diſcovered the 
whole Myſtery. That Princeſs heard him 
favourably; and being convinced by his 
Reaſons, ordered Doz Diego of Velaſeo, 
Major-domo to Don John of Auſtria, to 
go meet that Prince in her Name, with 
Credential Letters. Don Diego departed 
the ninth of the ſame Month, and came to 
Junquera, where Don Jokn of Auſtria was 
| P 2 already 
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already arrived: He delivered him his Let- 
ter ; to which that Prince gave immediate- 
ly an anſwer, as likewiſe toſeveral Miniſters of 
the Aſſembly of Supream Government, who 
had likewiſe written to him in that con- 
juncture, and ſent him back. |

aſſembled ſhould @nſ{1lt about the Lettes 
abovementioned, and about what was mctt

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pared for him on the Road. he returned not 
to Madrid untill about Nine of the Clock

had taken (which from three a Clock after- 
noon til] ten at night, had bccn ailembled 
in the Preſidents Houſe ) occalioned next 
morning all the Court to flock. to the Palace, 
where the Courtiers dividing themſelves 
into ſeveral Circles in the Hall and Conrt, 
openly declared in favour of Do# John of 
Anſtris, who would have willingly defired 
of them a little more moderation; but they 
thought that they could not better expreſs 
their duty than by appearing open faced.

companied by the Marquis of Elithe,. ran to 
the Queens appartment to acquaint her with 
what was adoing 3 but feeing ſhe would not 
Go it becanſe ſhe was (till a Bed, they went 
down to the Cobarkzela, to ſpeak to the Se- 
cretary, Don Blaſco of Logola, whom they 
charged to ljgnitie to her Majeſty that all 
were ready to declare, it Father Nitard did 
not inſtantly depart, and that if ſhe would 
not conſent to it, they themſelves would be 


:orced to baniſh him, to ſecure the Kingdom 
- from 
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from the accidents that might happen ; ſee- 
ing that upon the approach of Dox John of 
ar perſon to force that Jeſuit to re- 
move, the Town was info great apprehen- 
fion, that all the night before,the inhabitants, 
and even many Cyurtiers had done no» 
thing elſe, but rranſport their movables and 
Jewels into Convents, to ſecure them from 
plunder, whereof they were afraid; at length 
the hour of mecting of the Aſſembly of 
government being come, the Count of Pexas 
rardiwent in, and after him the Arch- biſhop 
g&f Toledo and the Vice-chancellor of Arragon 


the Prefident of Caſtile excuſed himſelf from- 


being there, and the Nuncio either by force 
or dexteritie had likewiſe diverted Father 
Nitard from going ,- though his Chair and 
Coach were both ready to carrie him thither, 
tearing that the people might not embrace 
that occaſion to execute with vioicnce what 
Don John of Auſtria demanded , ſeeing his 
approach had rendered them bo!d cnough 
to undertake any thing.

Diſorder is not reCtified by con- 
fuſion, it is ſo only by prudence and equity, 
contrary to the vulgar opinion, that holds, 
that after great over-turnings there is com. 
monly ſeen great order; becaufe the com- 


mon people alwayes delire the one, without 


being ever able to eſtabliſh the other ;' fo 
long as none but themſelyes have.ahand in 
the matter : So that hitherto it hath never 
becn known that a people -inmutiny hath pro- 
duced any thing elſe but:horrours and ex: 
- travagancies 3 and I do not;think that any 
policy teaches us, that w&bught to make 
them know their own ſtrength by ſhaking off 
the yoke of obedience, 

Could any thing have been more contrary 
to the intereſts of that Prince than that pro- 
cedure? and though I ſhould even grant, 
that by that means he might have become the 
Arbiter of all things, and attained to the end; 
which he propoſed to himfelf ; as the put- 
ting of the Queen into a Monaſtery , and 
the making ſure of the perſon of the King, 
and of the government- I would willingly 
alk , wat -advanage could he have _ 

rom 


pigal; what effects would ;that 
have praduced ? either ſtirred up the people, © 
| or 
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from that ? .on the -contrary into what 


| ſtraights and 1ntricacies would he not have 


thrown himſelf ? he would have kindled 
himſelf a fire which he could never have been 
able to quench, for ſuch as bave been al- 
wayes devoted to the Queens intereſts. would 
onall hazards have endeavoured to reſtore 
her 3 as the Princes party would have uſed 
their utmoſt attempts to maintain him, . that 
they might not fall under the domination 
of their enemies, In ſomuch that all things 
being in combuſtion , the Nobility , the 
Miniſters of State, and all private perſons; 
who could have warranted the Monarchy 
from deſtruaion? I go farther (t3]l, if in 
that fatall conjunure any miſchance had 
happened to- the Kings perſon, how could 
Don John of Auſiria have purged himſelf 
from ſuſpicion which his enemyes woald 
have thereupon conceived £ | 

The friend that put the queſtion to me, 
anſwered me as to that, that the Prince by 
making only an approach towards Maadri:! 
would have obtained without any other in- 
convenience all that he deficed 3 to which [ 
replyed, Suppoſe that he might

have come to the brink of * Bar- *-

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or not; if the firſt, then would have infalli- 
bly followed all that we have conjectured; 
and if they had-not riſen, the forces of thoſe 
that would have protected the bad govern- 
ment. would have been too hard tot his .ſo 
that without recovery, and without any ac. 
vantage to the publick he would have been 
undone, Al] that he could have done then, 
would have been only to fortific his enemies, 
aud poyſon the aftairs, without removing the 
bad Miniſters, who oppoſe themfe}ves to our 
eltabliſhment, being ſupported by the Sove- 
raign authority, which maintains and cheri- 
ſhes both the one and other : but belides,that 
enterpriſe is not of the ſ2me nature with the 
deligne of removing Father Nitard, the 
queſt'« n was only Then of baniſhing a ſtran- 
ger whohadno connexion with Spain : but 
Now the buſincſs is to reCtifiy Spur it {elf ; 
this being ſo, who wi!l not admire the con» 


duct of that Prince, in having at firſt be- 


gun by the removing of that man and 
aiterward follicited our eaſe by ſo many wiſe 
Remenſtrances , and daik and oblique 
threatenings, without proceeding any far» 
ther, that he might not intangle himſelf in 
difficuity, from which he would have had 
all the cruuble in the world to have cleared 
himſelf, :rnd only left to poſterity the blove 
oy 
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dy memory of having brought into his coune 
trey War and S:dition ? 

The removal of Father Nitard ſemed to 
promiſe us, that all the Miniſters would e- 
qually beſtir tbemſelves for the common ir 
tereſt: But Providence hath ordered it far 
otherwayes ; (ecing that ic ſuffers in place 
of that head of Hydra which has been juſt 
now cut off, new ones as pernicious to 
grow afreſh, which that Prince has no right 
to oppoſe, for the reverence that he owes to 
that Providence; unleſs it grant him infal- 
lible means to ſurmount them : what could 
he then wiſely do but toaccept of an honeſt 
repoſe, -and to withdraw himſelf from theſe 
Roaring Lions, who' would have encompal- 
ſed him only to devour his honour, reputa- 
tion and life? this was my opinian, and [ 
wiſh that you might approve it. 

This diſcourſe was well received of thoſe 
that had right intentions, and condemned 
by thoſe who were otherwayes3 every ane 
had their reaſons for the maintaining of their 
opinions, but all were not of equal force z 
the enemyes of Don Jobx of Auſirie who 
were over-joyed at his withdrawing , did 
nevertheleſs what they could to condemne it, 
thit they might put himoutof favour with 
the people. In ſo much thathe had no ſooner 
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removed, but that there was publiſhed at 
the palace, under the name of a decree of 
her Majeſty, the following Qiſcourſe. 

© That I may provide againſt certain ru: 
*mours which areunſeaſanably ſpread abroad 
<:inthis Town, againſt the-levy of the Regi- 
© ment which I am raiſing, and fearing that 
*there may happen ſome inconveniences tathe 
$ ſervice of the King my Son, and tlic com» 
© mon intereſt 3 that giving the people ground 
Fto murmur, ang to be in a condition of 
* mutinying, which would trouble the pub- 
© lick peace that | ſo earneſtly defire to mains 
© tain > having regard to which, and Judging 
5 that acc:dents that happen in States flow 
© often from the diſcontented rabble3 I give 
© the Councel notice that it is convenient 
5 they be difarmed, thata Regiſter be wade 
© of their Arms, and that they be given up, 
* until I give orders that they be again 
6 reſtored ta them, The Counce) more: 
* over ſhall take care to informe me of all 
that ſhall paſs in this conjunRure, that 1 
© may therein give ſuch orders as ſhall be 
* neceflary. At Madrid the Tweltth of 


This ſuppoſed Decree ſo troubled the Ine 
habitants of Azaqrid, thag the greater pa 
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of them ran to their ſwords, and thought 
in good earneſt of putting themſelves 1n 
Armes, believing that the Regiment which - 
daily encreaſed , was not only ſet on foot 
for the Guard of the Pallace. but to be alſo a; 
curb for them , andevery diſpleaſure (which 
they frequently enough received . from it) 
was to them a new ſuſpition that that De- 
cree would be ſhortly put in Execution, In 
the mean while the Regiment was muſtered 
toſee if it was compleat, and the Review was 
made at the gate (dela Vega) in preſence of 
a great number of the Inhabitants, without 
the lealt diſorder. There happened in this 
conjunCtare a thing that had never before 
been heard of in the Country of Spaizx 3 to- 
wit, ſo greata number of Lociſts ſeen, thar 
the Sky ſeemed wholely covered with them ; 
theſe inſets fell into our Gardens, and de. 
ſiroyed all our truitrs, This aftiiaion laſted 
almoſt fix weeks, which with the trouble that 
the Regiment occaſioned to us, put the 
whole Town in a conſternation. 

That gave occaſion to the wiſer to think 
that it would be diſmiſſed, ſeeing there was 
no nged of continuſng it. The Miniſters 
of all the Tribunals on this occaſion re- 
newed their Remonſtrances, to make known 
tq her Majeſty the inconveniences of ity 
Gg 4 buc 
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ut that Princeſs withcut caring much far 
Their Remonſtrance, nor for: what the Nun- 
Cio r-preſented- to her upon that Subjet; 
commanded that Regiment 'to Mount the 
Guard at the Pallace by feparated Comp: 
ries; 'as in effect the Count of Fuenlaliqa, 
began firſt *at 'the head of his Company the 
Nineteenth of Azgxſt in the evening, and 
for celebraring the memory of' that , the 
Count gave a ſtately Sapper to all tht 
Officers "of the Regiment, Who aj} after: 
ward in Order *did as much. Then did 
they begin to talk ſeveral impertinencies, 
and the Souldiers to commit the exceflt 
which they have ccncinued ſt well lince, 
ſo that therewas no other ta}k bur of Rob. 
beries and Murrhers, not that the Soulgiers 
were guilty of all the mifchicfs thar were 
ciſcovered, but they ſerved for a Cloakto 
a}l-the Thieves and Murtherers ard Bandit 
of tte Kingdome ; who came purpolely to 
ſhelter themſclves' in Madrid, according to 
the advice that the Judges and other Offices 
had given concerning 1 to our M-gittrates: 
ſo that there was no other difcourſe bur of 
new crimes, wh2reof it will not be out of 
purpoſe to relate ſome inltances for the con- 
#rmation of this Truth. Some Sonldicts 
Having gone abroad one day to rob 4/elous

ed and pluadered thelnn; the lnn-Keepers 
Wife came in all haſte to Madrid to com- 
plain of ſuch an execrable yiolence z and 
by the relation of it affected the whole 
Court ſo that there were Judges commilli. 
onated to go take information of the fac, 
who came to the Inn at the ſame time that 
ſome of-the officers of the Regiment did, 
who haſtened likewiſe thither on the ſame 
deſign, Seeing that the Souldiers and thoſe 


. of the Court of Juſtice agree not willing- 


ly together, they fel] a quarrelling, ſo high 
that they thought to have come to blowsz 
which obliged the Judges to ſhut thems 
ſelves up in the Inn, where the Souldters be. 
lieged them in the mean time one of the 
Judges having found means to eſcapes ran 
to Caremanchel to adyertiſe the Inhabitants 
of the danger that his bretheren were inz 
Where they gave the AJlarmby ſound of the 
Bell, which occaſioned the meeting of the 
Officers of the Inquiſition ; who-being fol. 
lowed by ſome Countreymen in Arms, ran 
TRL 7 \ ; ' to 
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to the Inn, where the Number of Souldi- 
ers were much increaſed « infomuch that a 
d of a Battel. was fought there, where 
e Souldiers were left dead z but lnckily 
for the whole body of them , a wiſe and 
diſcreet man, ſeeing that the Sergeants at 
Aladrid were Afſtmbled to go to the re- 
lief of the Judges that were belijeged, hin- 
dered them from going ; for if they had 
done'it, the whole Fown would have rife 
and fallen down right upon that Regiment, 
fo heynous a crime having drawn upon it 
theaverſion and hatred of the People, The 
reſ:ſt of all this was, that the Souldiers 
conceived ſuch a rage againſt the Towns 
People of Caramanchel, that they thought 
of nothing but of the means how they 
might revenge themſelves; and for that end 
ſome of them went thither one Night with 
a deſign to Rob the Houſe of a Prieit ; but 
a fmz}] Number of Countrey-People having 
run thither, upon the noiſe, killed two of 
them, and took three Priſoners, whom they 
carryed in a Cart to Madrid, which wasa 
ſpectacle of extream Joy to the People, and 
a terrible vexation to the Souldiers , who 
immediately (tothe number of fifty ) aſſeme 
bled themſelves, - with a reſolution next 
Night to go burn all the Corn of the Yik 
3 axPas.  lagy 
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Lge that was reaped; the Inhabirants bes 
ing advertiſed of this projeQ by the Guards 
that Watch at the Gates for t  cuſtomes, 
whom they had gained by rewards forthat 
d:fign, blocked up all their Avenues, leaving 


only. one paſlage open and free, where t 


poited a ſmall body, who informed of the in« 
tention of the incendiaries, fired upon them 
ſo luckily ig the very Nick, that they kil- 
led ten or twelve of them, and put the reſt 
to flight. Theſe ſtrange accidents that hap- 
pened daily ſarpriſed all people, eſpecially 
when it was known that the Watch and 
Officers refuſed to continue their Rounds, 
and that they had excufed themſelves to 
the Councel, becauſe they werenot ſuffer- - 
ed to ſeize on Malefattors, The Minifters 
of the Coancel told the Queen of it, and 
ſhewed her many complaints againſt 'the 


*Souldiers ; but that hindered not theconti- 


nuance of their violences, which obliged 
the Bargeſles to ſtand fo.well upon their 
Guard, that few Nights paſſed over where. 
in two or three of them'were not killed, et- 
ther in the Town or abroad in'the Coun- 
trey z that hath a little moderated them, and 
beſides; many Vagabonds who encreaſed the 
diſorder, were baniſhed the Town; ſo that 
now that Regiment in which. hath been w_ 
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ed feveral reformed Officers, lives with a 
little more diſcipline, the Captains being 
more carefulto keep their Souldiers within 


bounds than before, This hath a little rex 
ftored tranquillity to the. Town, and mo+ 
derated: the averſion. of the Inhabitants, 
which the Marquis of Aytoze perceiving, 
took from thence occalion ro propoſe to 
the Queen: ſome means ro make it ſubſiſt 
peaceably, and live in good diſcipline; 
her Majeſty made him no anſwer , but 
wholely referred her ſelf to her Miniſters 
of the Councei Royal, whoſe opinions fol 
tow.

the more Judicious rendered him Juſtice,ap- 
proved his filence, and gratefully acknow- 
ledged the ſervices that he had done for' the 
State. The Arragoneſes eſteem him ſc much, 
and have ſo great veneration for his perſon, 
becauſe of the goodneſs that he hath for them, 


that having known that the Deputies of the 


Kingdome of Valencia were coming to con» 
gratulate with him tor his happy arrival, arid 
for his charges and Offices: The body' of 
the City invited the chief Lards and Gentle-
